FAILED TO LST 
POLITICAL GIFTS 


Check Shows Neither 
Local Has Filed Re- 
ports on Contribu- 
tions as Required by 
Law. 


Teamsters Loca] 688 and Meat- 
cutters Local 88, two of the 
most politically-active labor or- 
ganizations in this area, have 
failed to file financial reports of 
political contributions in recent 
years, the Post-Dispatch learned 
yesterday. 

A check of public offices here 
and in Jefferson City and Wash- 
ington showed that neither of the 
locals has filed reports listing 
donations to their political ac- 
tion funds and contributions to 
candidates for public office. 

State law requires that these 
reports be filed within 30 days 
after a state or local general 
election, in which funds were 
collected and expended in sup- 
port of any candidate or pro- 
posal, or in opposition to a can- 
didate or proposition. 

The Federal Corrupt Practices 
Act requires political committees 
to file reports with the clerk of 
the House of Representatives if 
funds are raised and expended 
on behalf of candidates for Con- 
gress or for President in two or 
more states. 

Four Under Indictment. 


Teamsters Local 688 and four 
of its officials, including Harold 
J. Gibbons, were indicted by a 
federal grand jury here last Feb. 
24, charged with illegally con- 
tributing union funds to congres- 
sional candidates in four states 
in 1956. The carges did not 
deal with the failure to report 
the contributions. 

These contributions, as cited 
in the indictment, were made to 

e general election campaigns 
of United States Senator Thomas 
C. Hennings of Missouri, Sena- 
tor Wayne Morse of Oregon, 
Representative James Roosevelt 
of California and Representative 
Henry S. Reuss of Wisconsin, all 
Democrats. 

Federal law prohibits use of 
union funds for political pur- 
poses, but the union may collect 
money for political purposes 
from its members on a volun- 
tary basis. 

United States Attorney William 
H. Webster said the corrupt 
practices act apparently requires 
unions to file reports with the 
‘House clerk listing funds volun- 
tarily raised and expended on 
behalf of the geenral election 
campaigns of candidates for 
federal officers in two or more 
states. 

No Ruling on Section. 

He pointed out, however, that 
there had been no rulings =| 
this section of the law. He said 
he planned to discuss this matter | 
with the Justice Department 
when he visits Washington soon. 

Sidney Zagri, formerly head of 
Local 688’s political action group 
and one of the indicted officials, 
denied union funds were used 
for political contributions. He 
said the money came from vol- 
untary contributions from mem- 
bers. 

Zagri said he could not recall 
whether Local 688 filed financial 
reports as required by laws. He 
added that he did not know if 
the union had to submit the re- 
port, or only the candidates who 
received contributions. 

Missouri statutes require any 
group which collects and spends 
money for political purposes to

Proposed Rise in Oper-

St. Louis voters will go to the 
polls Tuesday to cast ballots on 
a proposed 26-cent increase in 
the school operating tax rate 
and two bond issues totaling al- 
most $30,000,000. 

If the increase is approved, 
the new operating tax rate will 
be $1.77 on each $100 assessed 
valuation, compared with the 
present $1.51. 


Defeat of the proposal would 
mean a cut in the rate to the 
constitutional limit of 89 cents. 
School officials have said both 
the tax increase and bond pro- 
posals would be _ resubmitted 
next month if they should be de- 
feated Tuesday. 

A simple majority is required 
for approval of the rate in- 
crease and a two-thirds majority 
for each of the bond proposals. 
Polls will be open from 6 a. m. 
to 7 p. m. in the city’s 600 vot- 
ing precincts.

At least one major fire hazard 
has been found in nearly every 
dwelling inspected thus far in 
the city’s drive against housing 
law violations on the near north 
side, an official said yesterday. 

Statistics for the first four 
days of the drive showed that 
350 violations were discovered 
in the 83 dwellings that were 
checked, John A. Ciburk, admin- 
istrative assistant to the head of 
the housing section, said inspec- 
tors were seeking only major 
violations, ‘‘the things that could 
lead to fires and deaths.” 

Owners will have 60 days to 
correct the violations, Ciburk 
said. A reinspection of each 
building then will be made. 

“If the reinspection shows a 
building has not been brought 
into compliance with minimum 
housing standards, then court 
action will be taken against the 
owner,” Ciburk said. 

Fine for Each Day. 
} Failure to comply with the or- 
: dinance is a misdemeanor pun- 
: ishable by a fine of $5 to $500 for 
each day of violation. 
| The most common hazards 
found thus far in the drive are 
defective wiring, overloaded elec- 
trical circuits, failure to provide 
fire escapes, unvented heating 
units and accumulation of com- 
bustible materials, Ciburk said. 

Inspectors have been instruct- 
ed to condemn any buildings if 
conditions warrant such action, 
Ciburk said. In such cases, own- 
ers will be ordered to vacate the 
structures immediately and

‘(UPI)—The United States is ex- 
pected to sidetrack West Ger- 
man Chancellor Adenauer’s pro- 
posal for a plebiscite in allied 
West Berlin but to challenge So- 
viet premier Khrushchev to hold 
a self-<determination vote in Rus- 
sian-occupied East Germany. 

This was reported today by 
high officials. They said the 
feeling here is that Adenauer’s 
suggestion for a pre-summit pleb- 
iscite in West Berlin was ill- 
timed and would only prove 
what is already known—that 
West Berliners overwhelmingly 
reject any change in their status 
which might leave them at the 
mercy of the Communists. 

A hastily arranged plebiscite 
just before the summit, designed v 
only to re-emphasize the obvious, 
might well react against the 
West, officials said. It could be 
interpreted by the Kremlin as a 
gratuitous slap at Khrushchev 
designed to poison the pre-sum- 
mit atmosphere and jcopardize 
chances of progress in the talks. 

uildup Is Likely. 

The allied call for a plebiscite 
in Soviet-ruled East Germany 
probably will be presented to 
Khrushchev when he meets with 
President Eisenhower and the 
British and French leaders in 
Paris May 16, officials said. The 
groundwork may be laid in pre- 
paratory statements here and 
elsewhere calling on the Soviet 
leader to practice in Europe 
what he preached on his: recent 
trip to Asia—the right of self- 
determination for all non-sover- 
eign peoples. 

Secretary of State Christian A. 
Herter, authorities said, told Ade- 
nauer, at their meetings earlier 
this week, of the United States 
plan to challenge Khrushchev on 
the issue. The Secretary did not 
mention the possibility of an- 
other plebiscite in West Berlin, 
where the inhabitants voted 96 
per cent anti-Communist in a 
test election in December 1958, 
just 15 months ago. Herter 
talked to Adenauer principally 
about East Germany, where the 
voters have never had an objec- 
tive chance to vote on their fu- 
ture. 

As one United States official 
put it, Adenauer ‘‘seized the ball 
ani ran clear out of the park 
with it” by suddenly proposing 
that the Allies hold a pre-sum- 
mit plebiscite in their sector of 
Berlin to reinforce their position 
for the summit meeting. 

Surprised and somewhat em- 
barrassed, the State Department 
said it would give Adenauer’s 
proposel “‘careful consideration.” 
A quick check ‘iin Berlin, Bonn 
and other Allied capitals re- 
vealed Adenauer had sprung his 
proposal without the knowledge 
or support of Mayor Willy 
Brandt of West Berlin. And there 
was no real backing for it in 
the various Western nations. 

Khrushchev Set Pattern. 

The idea for challenging 
Khrushchev to let the East Ger- 
mans vote on their future came 
to Herter and other American 
officials after Khrushchev’s re- 
cent performance in Afghanistan. 

He called for a self-determina- 
tion vote for the Pushtoon tribes- 
men in Pakistan to see whether 
they wanted to join Afghanistan. 
But he did not call for equal bal- 
loting rights for Pushtoons in 
Afghanistan to see whether they 
wanted to join pro-United States 
Pakistan. 

This caused an uproar in Pakis- 
tan and focused Asian attention 
on the fact that Khrushchev was 
calling for plebiscites’ only in 
areas where his friends might 
gain. 

Herter decided the Allies should 
carry this propaganda advantage 
back onto the European scene. 


FDA PERMITS MORE TESTS 
ON SOME FOOD ADDITIVES 


WASHINGTON, March 19 
(UPI)—The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration has given manufac- 
turers of 15 products used in 
chewing gum and 450 packaging 
materials one more year to 
prove their products are safe 
for consumption. 

The FDA yesterday extended 
the deadline for meeting require- 
ments of the new food additives 
law to next March 6 for these 
substances. The law went into 
effect on March 6, 1960. 

The 15 products used in chew- 
ing gum are also used as pro- 
tective coatings for fruits, vege- 
tables and cheese. They include 
latex, paraffin wax, reisns, natu- 
ral gums and butyl rubber. The 
450 materials used for packaging 
include plastics, enamels and 
inks. 

All the materials will continue 
in use pending outcome of fur- 
ther scientific study because 
they are generally considered 
harmless. The packaging ma- 
terials are classified as food 
additives because they may get 
into foods unintentionally.

BY STOCKHOLDER 


The board of directors of the 
old Shapleigh Hardware Co. has 
been sued for $1,561,841 for al- 
leged improper use of corporate 
funds, it was learned yesterday. 

The suit was yo in — 
court Friday by Melroy horn, 
a minority "ockholder of the 
company. Horn, president of 
Teamsters’ Local 618, accused 
the directors of improperly 
making loans, retiring stock and 
paying for managerial services 
with Shapleigh funds. 

The suit said that Mark J. 
Long of Winnipeg, Canada, chair- 
man of the board of directors, 
owns or controls 9146 shares of 
the company’s stock and Horn 
owns 500 of the remaining 609 
outstanding shares. 

Horn charged that in Decem- 
ber 1956 Long, then a member 
of the board, negotiated for a 
$4,000,000 loan from a Chicago 
ffrm and placed the money in 
the Shapleigh account in a Cana- 
dian bank without authority of 
the board.

ing a note dated prior to the 

meeting and maturing in 90 days. 

Horn said he was “informed 
that the note was collateralized 
in some manner with certain se- 
curities which are unknown to 
the plaintiff.” 

The petition charged that Long 
used $1,000,000 of Shapleigh 
funds and the $4,000,000 borrowed 
from the Chicago firm to make 
the $5,000,000 loan to the New 
Jersey corporation. The trans- 
action violated the Shapleigh 
charter, which authorized the 
firm to engage primarily in the 
hardware business, it was 
alleged. 

Horn said he “believes that 
Long, directly or indirectly 
through firms, partnerships, cor- 
porations or agents associated 
with him in various and sundry 
financial matters” made a profit 
of $500,000 in the loan transac- 
tions. 

The suit asks for a judgment 
of $500,000 actual and $500,000 
punitive damages against Long 
and in favor of the company, and 
asks the court to direct that if 
judgment is rendered, directors 
of Shapleigh be enjoined from 
paying over any funds to Long. 

Five Others Named. 

A second count in the suit asks 
for a judgment of $519,841 
against Long and the five other 
current directors. These are 
George R. Long, John E. Long, 
Harold A. Long, all Canadians, | 
and Fred H. Johnson and Bery] | 
M. Carlew, St. Louisans. 

The count charges that last No- 
vember the directors adopted a | 
resolution to purchase all out- 
standing shares of Shapleigh 
stock at $175 a share. Acting on 
the measure, the directors bought 
and retired 3353 shares for $597,- 
275, using $519,841 from the 
firm’s capital fund. This, the pe- 
tition stated, was an improper 
“encroachment” on the fund. 

A third count, asking~a $42,000 
jedgment against Mark J. Long, 
charges that the company paid 
out that amount needlessly for 
managerial services -to a com- 
pany controlled by Long, adding 
that the services were of “‘abso- 
lutely no benefit to the corpora- 
tion, in that in the said period 
of time it lost substantial sums 
in its operation.” 

The 1l7-year-old Shapleigh 
firm went out of business in 
January. The Canadians ob- 
tained control in October 1956.

Also, he noted, 10 years ago 
only 40 per cent of the popula- 
tion went to dentists, Now about 
half the people visit a dentist, 
and this will increase, he said. 

“The immediate worry is to 
fill present schools with quali- 
fied students,’”’ Dr. Bird empha- 
sized. “Then we can begin to 
expand facilities.” He said, 
however, that Washington Uni- 
versity will begin a $700,000 ad- 
dition to its dental school this 
year.

The attorneys, who are hold- 
ing a three-day strategy meet- 
ing here, signaled a new round 
of segregation test suits aimed 
at coming to the legal defense 
of Negro students involved in 
the Southern “‘sit in’’ strikes. 

The test suits will be based 
broadly on the premise that de- 
nial of service to Negroes at 
public lunch counters and the 
arrest of demonstrating students 
violated the First and Fourteenth 
Amendments to the Constitution. 

Attending the conference were 
62 Negro and white legal experts 
on civil rights from Southern 
and border states. They began 
their deliberations here last 
night. 

Marshall at Helm. 


They were called together by 
Thurgood Marshall, director- 
counsel of the legal defense and 
education of the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People. 


Marshall told a specially called 
press conference that N.A.A.C.P. 
attorstys have agreed to defend 
every one of the more than 1000 
Negroes arrested in lunch coun- 
ter demonstrations. He said the 
conference agreed on how to de- 
fend the students and on what 
grounds the cases will be argued 
in court, but he said each case 
will be tried on its individual 
merits and an appeal on each 
one taken to the Supreme Court, 
“if necessary.”

children and youths. 

The study will be reviewed and 
discussed at the White House 
Conference on Children and 
Youth in Washington next Sun- 
day through April 4. 

Recommendations of the com- 


mittee were based on two gen- 
eral principlés. “The most ef- 
fective services are geared to- 
ward helping people to help 
themselves,” the report said. 
“Prevention of family disorgani- 
zation is the preferred basis for 
planning services to families and 
should be developed and em- 
phasized at all levels of service.” 


The recommendation which 


‘emphasized the need to. prevent 


long term relief dependency and 
to rehabilitate welfare recipients 
was one of 10 proposals made by 
the study group.

We shall still have fires as long as inspectors avoid 
those places and areas which contain the most probable 
causes of fires and spend countless hours and tax money 
on the non-essential and questionable virtues of prevent- 
ing a property owner from occupying his own basement 
and so forth. 

From two to six high-salaried inspectors and the neces- 
sary city counselors spend endless days in court and 
preparing cases to enforce doubtful provisions which 
could not possibly have prevented any of these fires or 
saved any of these 23 lives. 

How does an ordinance prevent a fire caused by a 
penny behind a fuse, smoking in bed, rubbish under the 
stairs or in the basement, faulty flues, overheated stoves, 
worn-out gas and electric devices, carelessness with 
matches or combustibles, drying clothes over an open 
flame, or children searching for a cat with a lighted 


candle? 


The problem goes deeper when seven of these chil- 
dren were unattended. What did they do when-a family 
was found still living in a building where three children 
had died and was condemned? Is jail the answer for 
these people who had no other place to go? Calling 
them bootleggers will not prevent the next fire and 
further loss of life. Nineteen of these fires were residen- 
tial. Are these being inspected? Is the mayor correct 
in his proposal to tear down and replace with public 
housing these problem areas? 

A warehouse was declared unfit for use by the Fire 
Marshal two years ago and today we mourn widows and 
families of brave firemen who died needlessly because 
various laws and provisions failed to coordinate. Please 
tell the public, who is to blame for this failure!

Give us a law that can be obeyed and we will help 
enforce it! Then the City would have 30,000 permits, 
inspection and license fees with which to do the job that 
must be done to prevent future fires. These are the 
answers, and needless fires will continue to happen until 
the administration stops making excuses and faces facts.

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Senator 


J ohn Kennedy of Massachusetts 


Is Hard Campaigner for U. S. Presidency 


Has Overcome Handicaps of Youth and Religion 
To Become Leading Democratic Aspirant— His 
Record Reviewed — Liberals Question Actions 
Both on McCarthyism and on Civil ‘Liberties.

WASHINGTON, March 19. 


SENATOR JOHN FITZGERALD KENNEDY of Massachusetts has 
been campaigning longer, more strenuously, more forthrightly and more 
expensively than any of his rivals for the Democratic presidential 


nomination. 

The “hard sell” has been necessary be- 
cause of the belief of many professional 
politicians and others that his youthful 
‘appearance and his membership in the 
‘Roman Catholic Church are insurmountable 
barriers to his election to the presidency 
in November. 

His aggressive methods have paid off 
handsomely thus far, bringing him to the 
top of the list of the active, passive, an- 
nounced, unan- 
nounced or avail- 
able Democratic 
hopefuls. For all 
of them, he is the 
man to beat at 
the nominating 
convention in Los 
Angeles, begin- 
ning July 11. 

Although K en- 
nedy had no real 
opposition in the 
recent New 
Hampshire primary, his impressive — and 
surprising—showing in that favorable terri- 
tory advanced his campaign by giving him 
a national propaganda advantage over his 
senatorial rivals, Hubert H. Humphrey of 
Minnesota, Stuart Symington of Missouri 
and Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas. 


FAR MORE significant contests will be 
decided on April 5 in Wisconsin and in 
West Virginia on May 10. In both he has 
a formidable opponent in Humphrey, the

_ only other Democrat who dared enter these 


primaries. A defeat in Wisconsin, he has 
said, would force him to re-assess his pros- 


- pects. It might be fatal. 


He will be up against Humphrey, Sy- 
mington and Johnson in Oregon on May 20, 
but that free-for-all preference vote will be 
confused if not made meaningless should 
Senator Wayne Morse persist in his plan 
to campaign there as a favorite son in an 
attempt to hurt Kennedy. 


Not even Humphrey dared to file against 
him in Nebraska and Indiana, although 
the two states have large numbers of farm 
voters, a class claimed by the Minnesotan. 
Kennedy would especially like to run 
against Symington in these States: Ne- 
braska because it borders on Missouri, 
and Indiana because it is the home of 
former Democratic National Chairman 
Frank E, McKinney, one of the Missouri- 
an’s principal advisers and a protege of 
former President Truman. Truman has 
said privately that a Roman Catholic can- 
not be elected to the White House at this 
time. 


Kennedy, a tough political gambler, 
has bluffed out the originally favorite 
son Governors of three states, two with 
large convention delegations. They are 
Governors J. Millard Tawes of Mary- 
land, with 24 convention votes; Michael 
V. DiSalle of Ohio, 64 votes, and Edmund 
G. “Pat” Brown of California, 81 votes. 


The Senator forced the Governor to with- 
draw from the Maryland primary. Here 
he again would like to have opposition 
from Symington, a former resident of that 
state. He will have token or nuisance op- 
position from Morse. 


In Ohio and California, the Governors 
have arranged nominal favorite sdn in- 
dorsements, but both will release their 
delegations. DiSalle, to avoid a primary 
fight which might have ended his political 
life, promised to hand over his delegates 
to Kennedy. Brown agreed on a slate of 
delegates, of which Kennedy will get at 
least a third on an early roll call and 
probably two-thirds when really needed. 
: Gov. Robert B. Meyner of New Jersey 
remains as a favorite son without outside 
opposition. Gov. G. Mennen Williams may 
have the indorsement and probably the 
control of the Michigan delegation. He has 
announced he will not seek a seventh term 
and that he is interested in national politics. 
He is regarded as a bargain hunter looking 
for a trade to get the vice presidential 
nomination. The reports are that he favors 
Kennedy. Another first-ballot favorite son 
will be Senator George A. Smathers of 
Florida, who was given this honor to pre- 
vent a disruptive primary. Kennedy ex- 
pects to get a few Florida delegates. Gov. 
George Docking hopes to control the 
Kansas delegation as a favorite son but its 
members indicate they will do their own 
choosing. 


The current guess is that if the 42- 
year-old Senator from Massachusetts 
maintains his present pace by winning 
a majority of the popular vote in the 
Wisconsin and West Virginia primaries 
and making a fair showing in Oregon, 
he will have between 450 and 500 votes 
on the first roll call. For the nomination, 
761 votes are the mitimum required. 


Kennedy’s front-running positfon in the 
Democratic race and his rating in the 
general poils as the Democrat with the 
best prospects for defeating Vice President 
Nixon, the almost certain Republican pres- 
idential nominee, clearly indicate that his 
handicaps of youthful appearance and re- 
ligion have been overcome by aggressive 
and expensive campaigning and by his 
record in and out of Congress. 


DURING ‘13 YEARS in Congress, six in 
the House and seven in the Semate, he has 
compiled an impressive record, primarily 


on labor and social welfare leigslation and 
secondarily by his interest in foreign af- 
fairs. The record is weakest on civil lib- 
erties and, from a political viewpoint, on 
farm price supports. 

Before coming to Congress, .Kennedy 
earned outstanding marks in his schooling. 
His war record as the commander of a 
PT boat in the south Pacific contains an 
episode of epic endurance and courage for 
which he was decorated by the Navy and 
Marine Corps. 

While a student at Harvard College, from 
which he was graduated cum laude, he 
wrote a best seller, “Why England Slept,” 
based on information obtained when his 
father, the fabulously rich Joseph P. Ken- 
nedy, was Ambassador to Great Britain. 
In 1957 he won'a Pulitzer Prize for his 
“Profiles in Courage,” which dramatically 
recorded the decisive periods in the lives 
of celebrated Americans. The prize-winning 
book was written while he was recovering 
from serious operations required by spine 
injuries greatly aggravated during his Navy 
service. 


In 1956. he came within 38 votes of win- 
ning the Democratic vice presidential nom- 
ination after Adlai E. Stevenson was 
named party standard bearer for the sec- 
ond time. Stevenson is one of the unan- 
nounced dark horses of the 1960 campaign. 


As a freshman Representative, Kennedy 
was assigned to the Education and Labor 
Committee. From that time he has made 
labor-management relations his major leg- 
islative interest. He is now chairman of 
the labor subcommittee of the Senate Labor 
and Public Welfare Committee. His work 
in this field has brought him the bitter 
opposition of President James E. Hoffa 
of the Teamsters Union and the suspicion 
of numerous businessmen. He is also a 
member of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, on which he is chairman of the Africa 
subcommittee, and of the Joint Economic 
Committee. He concedes that he has not 
been active on the last-named group. 


His unspectacular House record was that 
of a typical Northern Democrat with only 
one flare-up. This was when he was the. 
only Massachusetts Democratic Represent- 
ative who refused to sign a petition to 
President Truman asking executive clem- 
ency for Mayor Curley of Boston, in prison 
on a mail fraud conviction. 


HIS VOTING RECORD followed the reg- 
ular Democratic pattern. He voted against 
these measures: Taft-Hartley labor rela- 
tions, fair employment practices (which he 
thought too weak—he had supported orig- 
inal bill in committee), congressional ac- 
cess to certain executive branch files, re- 
duction in taxes, Republican anti-inflation 
bill, and admission of Hawaii to statehood. 

He voted for these domestic bills: Broad- 
ening of social security coverage, the draft, 
veterans pensions, extension of rent con- 
trol, anti-poll tax, and for admitting Alaska 
to statehood. 

On international issues he opposed re- 
duction of European arms aid by 50 per 
cent, and voted for economic and military 
aid to Europe, economic aid to South Korea 
and Chiang Kai-shek China and admission 
of 202,000 displaced persons. 

As a member of the Labor Committee, 
he wrote a dissenting minority report on

“If repressive and vindictive labor 
legislation is enacted at the behest of 
management, a tide of left-wing reaction 
will develop which may well destroy our 
existing business system. At the same 
time, if labor continues to insist on spe- 
cial privileges and unfair advantage in 
its relations with management, I have 
grave doubts as to the future of the 
trade union movement.” 


Kennedy had been elected to the House © 


from a safely Democratic district in Boston 
and neighboring Cambridge. His older 
brother, Joseph, had been reared for a 


political career. He was killed on a Navy 
bomber mission to destroy submarine pens 
on the Belgian coast. The Senator had 
intended to be a writer. For a short time 
he was an International News Service 
correspondent. 


In 1952 Representative Kennedy ran for 
the Senate seat held by the Republican, 
Henry Cabot Lodge. Aided by the family 
fortune and his many brothers and sisters 
and the fact that Lodge had been busy 
earlier coaxing Gen. Eisenhower to run 
for the presidency against Senator Robert 
A. Taft, Kennedy won by scant 70,000 mar- 
gin. Republican Eisenhower carried the 
state by 210,000 votes. 


The Kennedy-Lodge battle brought out 
two issues that have dogged the Senator 
ever since. They were the large amount 
of money spent by Kennedy and members 
of his family in his political campaigns 
and his failure to take a stand against 
demagogic Republican Senator Joseph R. 
McCarthy of Wisconsin and his domineer- 
ing procedures. These are the major 
reasons why Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt is 
opposing Kennedy’s White House ambi- 
tions. Many other liberal Democrats and 
independents have misgivings about him 
for the same reasons. 


On the McCarthy issue, neither Kennedy 
nor Lodge dared run counter to the Mc- 
Carthyism which had a strong hold on the 
Catholic voters in. the state. It was gen- 
erally thought that any bold stand by 
either against the Wisconsin headline hunter 
would bring inevitable defeat. Kennedy 
had another reason for keeping silent. His 
father admired McCarthy, had entertained 
him on his yacht and contributed to his 
campaigns. 

After the senatorial victory, there were 
other complications and consequences which 
still embarrass Kennedy. He was assigned

Adenauer Is 


a Symbol 


Of Resurgent Germany 
And a New Nationalism 


He Is Loyal to the Supra - National Ideal but 
West Germany Is Caught Up in Rising National 
Competition in.Europe and Throughout World— 
What Will Happen After Chancellor Is Gone?

WASHINGTON, March 19. 


GERMANY TODAY is Konrad Adenauer. Behind all the complex 
forces contributing to the German resurgence, the Chancellor, as he has 
proved once again in his latest visit to this country, is the symbol and 
the front of what is again rapidly becoming the most POwereNy nation 


in Europe. 


It is a paradox of Adenauer’s dominance 
of the German scene that it both heartens 
and alarms those who had hoped for a new 
and democratic Germany. He is so com- 
pletely what he is—deeply religious, steeped 
in the cultural and political traditions of 
an older Germany, a stout old oak breath- 
ing defiance at Germany's enemies. 


But at the same time it becomes more 
and more evident that he is a revered 
leader without challenge or rival, and 
the precedents for that kind of leadership 
in Germany are far from happy. In- 
creasingly, for all his allegiance to the 
Western alliance, Adenauer is becoming 
the symbol of a national Germany. 


The analogy with Bismarck, with Kaiser 
Wilhelm II and, briefly, with Von Hinden- 
burg, inevitably occurs. And as the world 
has hardly forgotten, it was another and 
demoniac leader who came at the end 
of this succession. 


THE ATTITUDE of the German people 
today offers evidence both of the guilt 
and of the pride that are a heritage of the 
past in the resurgent new nation. If you 
talk about the signs of anti-Semitism in 
Germany, what about anti-Semitism in al- 
most every other part of the world? You 
reproach us with seeking military bases in 
Spain, but have not other Western powers 
put bases in country after country? Does 
not the United States have air fields in 
Spain? 


In the view of this observer, it comes 
down to the following: A revived na- 
tional Germany finds itself competing 
more | more effectively with other 
nation states that are themselves increas- 
ingly nationalistic. A revived Germany 
will no longer be restrained by remind- 
ers of the guilt of the war or the mass 
crimes of the Nazis. 


Nationalism in short, and not just Ger- 
man nationalism, is more and more a force 
in Western Europe. How can you expect 
us—the Germans are in effect demanding— 
to be virtuous and renounce our deserved 
place in the sun when everyone else is 
scrambling to get ahead by any means 
they can? And as the Germans have ex- 
traordinary qualities of perseverance, en- 
ergy and capacity, they can be expected 
to forge ahead. 


No one can doubt Adenauer’s loyalty 
to a supra-national ideal. From the be- 
ginning, he has been convinced that the 
only solution for Germany was within 
the NATO alliance and the European 
market. He talks with fervor of the 
dedication of German youth to the Euro- 
pean ideal. Yet as the German Chan- 
cellor at 84 retires into a more and more 
lonety eminence where his word becomes 
law, it is clear that while these institu- 
tions have to some degree restrained the 
nationalistic competition, they certainly 
have not ended it. 


Within the common market of the six 
European powers, both Germany and 
France are subtly striving for supremacy. 
NATO has remained a defensive military 


| U.S. Keeps Policy of Restraint 


Despite More Abuse by Castro |

WASHINGTON, March 19. 


THE EISENHOWER Administration 
shows every sign of holding firmly to its 
policy of, restraint toward increasingly bit- 
ter provocation from Cuba. 


Mr. Eisenhower reiterated this policy at 
his press conference this week. He de- 
scribed it as “trying to find solutions for 
these difficulties” and “avoiding anything 
that sounds like bullyragging or dominating 
.a weaker people.” 


Significantly, the President made a 
point of ruling out reprisals against the 
Cuban government as well as the Cuban 
people. He said: “I have flatly stated 
again and again that we are not trying 
to punish Cuba, particularly the Cuban 
people, or even the Cuban government.” 


The American Ambassador to Cuba, 
Philip Bonsal, withdrawn on Jan. 23 “‘for 
consultations,” is to return to Havana at 
an early date. 


Behind this plicy is somber advice being 
received by the Administration as to the 
outlook for Untted States-Cuban relations 
and the likely motives behind the stream of 
abuse pouring forth from the government 
of Premier Fidel Castro. 

The outlook is for more and worse 
abuse. Castro radio and newspaper 
mouthpieces continue to repeat his charge 
that the United States was responsible for 
the explosion of the munitions ship “La 
Coubre” in Havana Harbor. The big lie is 
catching on. 

When skeptics question whether the Unit- 
ed States would stoop to terrorism in deal- 


ing with a small neighboring nation, Cas- 
tro’s supporters in Cuba or elsewhere in 
Latin America are ready with two “‘proofs.”’ 
They point first to the widespread belief, 
sometimes encouraged here in Washington, 
that the United States engineered the anti- 
Communist revolution in Guatemala in 1954. 
As a second item, they point out that the 
United States took steps last fall to stop 
unauthorized flights to Cuba by anti-Castro 
groups from United States air fields. This 
action is twisted to make it sound like an 
admission that the United States was re- 
sponsible for ‘‘leaflet bombing’’ of Havana 
last October. 


What is the reason for the campaign 
of abuse, which seems calculated to pro- 
voke retaliation by the United States? 


One popular explanation is that Castro is 
being used by Communist or pro-Commu- 
nist associates and that the harassment of 
the United States is part of a scheme to 
turn Cuba into a Soviet satellite. 


Another explanation heard here is that 
Fidel Castro is employing a technique well 
known to dictators—stirring up fear and 
hatred of a foreign country to divert atten- 
tion from political and economic troubles 
at home. 


Those two theories may help explain 
Castro, but a third interpretation is given — 
far more weight. It is that Castro is a 
psychopathic case, a person whose ac- 
tions are not guided by reason. 


This view is supported by Castro’s vola- 
tile outbursts, his habit of making policy 
decisions in the midst of three-hour televi- 
sion harangues, and his inability to sit down 
and talk coherently with anyone about any- 
thing, a characteristic that has been the 
despair of many of his cabinet ministers. 


From the start, long before Communist 
influence became important in his regime 
or domestic troubles began to plague him, 
Castro has been preoccupied with the idea 
of United States intervention in Cuba. In 
the first days after he came to power in 
January, 1959, his reaction to criticisms of 
his mass execution of ‘‘war criminals’ was 
to shout to a crowd, “‘if the Marines come 
here, 200,000 Gringos will die!”’ 

Reference to the Marines finds ready re- 
sponse among Cubans. United States Ma- 
rines occupied Cuba for the first three years 
after its independence from Spain and on 
occasion since then, 


Any resort to intervention by force at this 
late date by the United States would not 
only prove Castro’s case to the Cuban peo- 
ple but would be taken as inexcusable 
Yankee intervention in most other Latin- 
American countries. 

As for possible joint action against Cuba, 
the Caracas Declaration of 1954 has this to 
say about possible action through the Or- 
ganization of American States: 


“The domination or control of the po- 
litical institutions of any state by the 
international Communist movement, ex- 
tending to this hemisphere the political 
system of an extracentinental power, 
would constitute a threat to the sov- 
ereignty and political independence of the 
American states, endangering the peace 
of America, and would call for consulta- 
tion and appropréate action in accordance 
with existing treaties.”’ 

The various indications of Soviet and 
Chinese Communist influence at work in 
Cuba, serious as they are, fall far short 
of clear evidence of Communist domina- 
tion or control. 


Economic sanctions likewise seem out of 


the question. President Eisenhower has 
denied strongly that the flexibility he seeks. 
in determining sugar import quotas is in- 
tended as a means of economic reprisal. 
Cuba’s quota of over 3,000,000 tons a year 
is about half its production and supplies 
about one-third of the total United States 
demand. The controlled domestic price of 
about 2 cents a pound above the world 
price benefits Cuban as well as United 
States and other producers included in the 
quota system. The differential is worth 
about $150,000,000 a year to Cuban sugar 
producers. 


The proposal already has run into sharp 
opposition in Congress, which is reluctant 
to give up its power of setting the quotas. 
Whether the power rests with the legisla- 
tive or executive branch, there is strong 
pressure against reducing the Cuban quota, 
because the United States will continue to 
need large amounts of Cuban sugar through 
the years. It is hard to see any advantage, 
furthermore, in crushing the Cuban econ- 
omy. 

Some sugar interests have suggested that 
the present preferential tariff on Cuban 
sugar be increased and the additional rev- 
enue set aside to reimburse American firms 
if Cuba does not compensate them ade- 
quately for expropriated holdings. It is 
doubtful that Congress would approve a 
tariff designed to benefit certain individu- 
als. Castro’s irrationality tends to insulate 
him from economic pressure, it is felt here. 
The Cuban economy -is feeling seriously the 
loss of tourist business, stagnation of com- 
merce and reduction of investment. But a 
tropical economy can maintain itself for a 
long time at a reduced standard of living. 
And‘ Castro’s principal support now comes, 
not from those who are hurt by economic 
depression, but by low-paid share-croppers 
and city workers who have little to lose. 


alliance despite all the talk about giving 
it a political and economic reason for be- 
ing. With France so deeply committed in 
Algeria, the 12 German divisions that are 
coming into being will have a predominant 
position. 

The British, after 1945, held aloof from 
Europe, apparently hoping to play the old 
game of divide and rule. In the face of 
the common market, the British have er- 
ganized the seven European powers. that 
were left outside. Rivalry between the two 
groups could play havoc with tariffs and 
trade not only in Europe but everywhere. 

The underlying truth is that the frame 
of co-operation is neither big enough nor 
compelling enough. So the old nationalistic 
pieces are reappearing on the chess board. 

As France demonstrated by setting off 
an atomic explosion, at a heavy cost in 
terms of money and manpower, the com- 
petition is certain to extend to nuclear 
weapons unless some controls are quickly 
agreed to and put into effect. Nor will 
Germany be excluded from this competi- 
tion. Whether it has cane too early or teo 
late, the era of the German scapegoat is 
rapidly drawing to an end. 


AFTER THE BOMB was dropped on 
Hiroshima, the late Albert Einstein said: 
“Everything has changed except the think- 
ing in men’s minds.” Nothing could illus- 
trate this more dramatically and more 
poignantly than the revived current of the 
old nationalism. In that current, the new 
Germany is swimming hard and fast, and 
it would be little short of a miracle if 
she were not. 


Next year Adenauer will run for re- 
election and it is as certain as anything 
can be in the uncertain realm of human 
affairs that he and his Christian Dem- 
ocratic Party will be returned with the 
same large majorities. Adenauer will be 
well into his second decade as Chan- 
cellor and leader of the Federal Repub- 
lic of Germany. In Bonn, the friendly 
jokes are numerous about his stalwart 
qualities and the prospect that he will be 
in office for the indefinite future. 


. But still, with a man going on 85, there 
is talk of a successor and this talk, too, 
is significant of the direction of the new 
Germany. A year or two ago the likely 
candidate was Ludwig Erhard, Minister 
of Economics in the Adenauer Cabinet. 
The bulbous, jolly-looking Erhard seemed 
the very personification of the economic 
miracle of Germany's revival. In a scant 
10 years, industry had been rebuilt out of 
the ruins of the war and German indus- 
trialists were competing in all the markets 
of the world. The standard of living was 
as high as in any of the ‘‘victor’’ countries. 

Erhard himself thought that he would 
succeed Adenauer. The old Chancellor 
went so far as to announce that he would 
step out and accept the Presidency, which 
is a more or less ceremonial office as con- 
trasted to the Chancellorship. For Erhard, 
at 63, the moment of destiny seemed to 
have come. Then “der alte” (the old one) 
as he is affectionately known, changed 
his mind. Full of angry frustration, Er- 
hard found himself as far as ever from 
the coveted prize. 

Recently, it has been not Erhard but 
the Minister of Defense, Franz-Joseph 
Strauss, who has been in the ascendancy. 
At 42, he seemed to be the new man who 
would direct the miracle of German re- 
armament as Erhard had directed the 
miracle of German recovery. With a tre- 
mendous drive of ambition and great ar- 
ticulateness, Strauss was the next step in 
Germany’s rebirth. 


When it was revealed, however, that 
Strauss had begun secret negotiations 
with Spain for military bases, his stock 
dropped abruptly. Interestingly enough, 
according to German observers, this was 
not because of public reaction against 
such a move but because he had been so 
clumsy as to be caught in a maneuver 
that produced a reaction of shock and 
surprise in the West. 


As indicative of the rivalry for power in 
the new powerful nation, German sources 
report an intrigue that may have contrib- 
uted to Strauss’s stubbing his toe. Prior to 
the Spanish negotiation, the German for- 
eign ministry took soundings in Washing- 
ton, Paris and London as to possible re- 
action to Germany having bases for air 
training and for greater logis scope 
inithe Iberian peninsula. 


THE REACTION was strongly negative. 
But Strauss was not informed of how the 
principal Western allies had reacted and 
he went ahead with the preliminary nego- 
tiations with Madrid up to the point at 
which they became known. It had long 
been an open secret in Bonn that he wanted 
to move, after the 1961 elections, to the 
post of Foreign Minister, now held by 
Heinrich von Brentano, a kind of pale, 
subservient shadow of Adenauer. Then, 
with added laurels as Foreign Minister, 
Strauss would be in a position to be Cha..- 
cellor in 1966. While, for the time being at 
least, that hopeful prospect has _ been

Facing the Sixties 

President Eisenhower’s remarks at his last 
news conference illuminate his conception of 
the presidency and the national attitude it 
has mirrored for seven years. Both will come 
to an end next year, regardless of which can- 
didate is elected in November. .The United 
States has enjoyed its sleep, or period of con- 
solidation if that is a more polite term, and is 
now due to be roused. 

This is certain because of the foreign and 
domestic problems with which the Admin- 
istration has temporized and which must be 
attacked vigorously in the next few years, and 
because of the nature of the candidates seek- 
ing Mr. Eisenhower’s job. The front-runners 
are young—Kennedy 42, Nixon 47, Humphrey 
48, Johnson 51. Symington is 58 and Steven- 
son 60. Mr. Eisenhower is 69. 


Nixon, Humphrey, Kennedy or Stevenson 
would probably be a strong executive, in con- 
trast to President Eisenhower. The next 
President will have to be assertive. He can- 
not count on the unique relationship that has 
existed between Mr. Eisenhower and Con- 
gress, since this was composed of three in- 
gredients—a Chief Executive of immense per- 
sonal popularity, congressional Democratic 
leadership disposed to compromise, and the 
desire of the people to postpone the rough 
decisions that soon must be taken.

In the event of Mr. Nixon’s election, his 
relations with a Democratic Congress would 
certainly be far from amicable; his many ene- 
mies would be out to cut him down, at least 
on domestic issues, as fast as possible. Any 
one of the Democratic candidates would enjoy 
the traditional “honeymoon” period, if elected, 
but friction would be inevitable sooner or 
later. ) 

This prospect is neither abnormal nor un- 
desirable. The constitutional system of checks 
and balances contemplates strife, and there 
are few better ways to define and clarify 
issues. The country may often have been 
in a turmoil during President Truman’s ten- 
ure, but there was never any doubt where Mr. 
Truman stood and his forthright approach 
brought equally forthright resistance from 
his opponents. Thus issues were debated and 
sharpened; it was easier for the country to. 
choose the proper course of action. 


Mr. Eisenhower has sought in every way 
to minimize controversy and to avoid assert- 
ing his executive power. As James Reston of 
the New York Times observed in an article 
in the Post-Dispatch, Mr. Eisenhower “be- 
lieves with great sincerity that the ‘active, 
reformist’ concept of the presidency has gone 
too far.’” 

” * * 

The Presidént’s position on civil rights is 
the case in point. He has never expressed 
approval of the Supreme Court’s decision end- 
ing school segregation, although he sent fed- 
eral troops to Little Rock to enforce it. At 
his news conference Wednesday he was asked . 
whether he approved of the “Gandhi-like 
passive resistance demonstrations of Negroes 
in the South.” He replied he did not want 
to make any judgment because he was “not in 
a position to.” He added the lunch-counter 
demonstrations came only “briefly” to his 
attention. 

Mr. Reston asks why the President was 
not in a position to comment, and why this 
matter came “briefly” to his attention. The 
answer is, of course, that Mr. Eisenhower 
could not take a position without making 
someone mad, and this is distasteful to him. 
And yet even a small amount of leadership 
from the White. House in behalf of civil rights 


‘in the years following the 1954 segregation 


decision might have prevented the very con- 
flict that the President abhors. 

Mr. Eisenhower has an uncanny ability to 
sense the popular mood and perhaps he has 
given the country what it wanted. But that 
is not necessarily what it needs. The man 
elected in November will face the challenge— 
and the opportunity—of providing more posi- 
tive leadership. 


A Code for Coexistence? 


The British are represented as seeking 
Soviet agreement to a code of rules for East- 
West coexistence that would require Premier 
Khrushchev, as well as Western leaders, to 
follow an agreed pattern of behavior to effect 
a relaxation of tensions. Their proposal is to 
be submitted to. the coming summit confer-. 
ence in the hope it will be made part of an 
official communique. 

The British have observed that when Mr. 
Khrushchev speaks to the West his words are 
gentle, but when he talks to Russians, Indians 
or Indonesians he continues his familiar at- 
tacks on Western imperialism. The British 
think these two-faced tactics invalidate what 
Mr. Khrushchev says about the desirability of 
ending the “cold war.” 

It would be well if this practice could be 
stopped, but the goal seems as impracticable 
as it is desirable. In the coming months 
American politicians will be appealing to sec- 
tional interests in the same way and for the 
same reason as Mr. Khrushchev. The differ- 
ence — and it is admittedly considerable — is 
one of degree. We see no objection to such 
a code, but we also have a good deal of faith 
in the ability of the average citizen to identify 
a phony argument. 


Red China and Bishop Walsh 


Most Americans will echo the sentiments 
expressed by Secretary of State Herter re- 
garding the 20-year prison sentence pro- 
nounced by Red China on Bishop James E. 
Walsh, a Roman Catholic native of Cumber- 
land, Md. In making “the strongest possible 
protest” Secretary Herter said: “I find it 
difficult to emphasize sufficiently the revul- 
sion that I, personally, and the United States 
Government feel.” 

The Peiping radio said Bishop Walsh ad- 
mitted plotting to overthrow the Communist 
government of China. Senator Beall of 
Maryland, who is not a Catholic, says, “There 
is positive evidence that Bishop Walsh never 
had any connection with the American Gov- 
ernment . . . his interest was solely in the 
religious life of the Chinese people.” The 
charge, as a matter of fact, falls of its own 
weight. Bishop Walsh has been in China since 
1948, the year before the Communists took 
control. If he was engaging in subversion 
the Communists could have and should have 
expelled him long ago. !t is absurd to sup- 
pose that in a police state they would not 
have known of his activities. 

The question, therefore, is: Why was the 
sentence announced at this time? For 18 
months the United States has been negotiat- 
ing with the Red Chinese in Warsaw over the 


release of several American prisoners. Is 
this a forecast of a new tougher line? Is it 
related in some way to the forthcoming four- 
power summit conference? It is virtually 
certain that Bishop Walsh is being used as a 
pawn in some turn of Chinese policy. What 
it is may become apparent soon.

Certainly a Convention 

“Shall there be a convention to revise and 
amend the Constitution?” ‘That question will 
be asked of Missourians at the polls in No- 
vember 1962. The answer should be Yes— 


from Missouri generally and St. Louis in. 


particular. 


The 1945 Constitution was adopted when 
the so-called “urban explosion” had barely 
‘begun. In urging citizens to consider consti- 
tutional problems now, Mayor Tucker points 
out that the state’s basic law deals indiffer- 
ently with increasing urban problems. 


A major problem is the inability of the 
metropolitan area to handle metropolitan 
functions in a metropolitan way. For ex- 
ample, even if St. Louis re-entered St. Louis 
county, the county government could not di- 
rect police, traffic, health or planning func- 
tions inside the city or the county’s 98 mu- 
nicipalities. The constitution ought to en- 
courage area-wide management of such 
functions. 

Mayor Tucker observes that the Constitu- 
tion puts an unrealistic limit of 89 cents on 
the city school tax rate; anything more re- 
quires costly referendums. For that matter, 
the one-dollar limit on school taxes for the 
rest of Missouri is unjustified. The whole 
state needs to modernize the constitutional 
tax limitations. 

Many other reforms deserve statewide in- 
terest. The present Constitution deprives the 
voters of freedom of choice and hinders state 
administration by limiting Governors to one 
term. Since the Legislature has balked such 
election improvements as the spring primary, 
these might be incorporated in the Constitu- 
tion. And while the present law forbids secre- 
cy in legislative committee votes, the State 
Senate has ignored it, so the law should be 
strengthened. 

Mayor Tucker notes that a State House 
member from St. Louis represents 47,600 
persons; a member from the smallest county 
represents 4777. Such unequal representa- 
tion injures the cities especially, but it also 
is a standing offense against democratic gov- 
ernment in‘the entire state. A unicameral sys- 
tem might prove the best answer to the pres- 
ent unwieldly and lobby-ridden Legislature. 


Seventy years passed before Missouri was 
able to create a new Constitution in 1945. 
Its provision for conventions every 20 years 
on popular demand, beginning in 1962, recog- 
nizes that pressing events will require more 
frequent revision. St. Louisans and Missouri- 
ans everywhere ought to rally behind Mayor 
Tucker’s proposal. 


Mr. Tsarapkin’s Honor System 


The Soviet Union’s new proposal for ces- 
sation of nuclear tests, if something so 
ephemeral may properly be called a proposal, 
was announced under dramatic circumstances 
evidently calculated to. make it impressive. 
But since it rejects all safeguards, and the 
Western powers have consistently explained 
that adequate safeguards are a sine qua non, 
the proposal is in substance no more than 
another point of departure for further -ne- 
gotiations. t 

There is a bitterly ironic quality about 
Russia’s proposing an “honor system,” when 
what has been holding back the Geneva con- 
ference all these long weary months is that 
neither side trusts the intentions of the other 
to be honorable. The West should be and 
we believe is willing to take some risks in a 
tests-cessation treaty, ‘recognizing that there 
are risks also in letting existing conditions 
continue. 

But that is far from making acceptable an 
arrangement that is all risks and little if any- 
thing else. The offer so theatrically unveiled 
by Mr. Tsarapkin at a special weekend meet- 
ing would not even offer the advantage of 
affording East and West experience in work- 
ing together on disarmament procedures. The 
two sides could simply walk off on their sepa- 
rate honors and never see or talk with each 
other again about it. 


Nor would so insubstantia] a concord rein- 
force the Chances of success of the general 
disarmament conference. To the contrary, 
by setting the precedent of accepting shadow 
for substance it might dilute the prospects 
of that larger effort. ‘The task for creative 
statesmanship will be to see whether the So- 
viet Union can be persuaded to add to the 
pretentious-sized package of air it offers as 
a “plan” enough of substance in the way of 
safeguards to make it worth carrying home. 


Out of a Whipsaw 


A week’s confusion over civil rights seems 
to have produced one constructive lesson for 
rights advocates in the House.. They cannot 
divide for partisan reasons and hope to pass 
an effective bill. 

At one point the Northern Democrats man- 
aged to substitute their own bill on voting 
rights for the Republican measure; a few 
minutes. later the Republicans sustained a 
vote upsetting the substitute and leaving the 
issue in a temporary vacuum. What happened 
was that when the Republicans and Northern 
Democrats tried to gain credit for their re- 
spective bills, the Southern bloc helped to de- 
feat both. 

Later voting, though tentative, indicates 
that the rights supporters are wary of self- 
made traps. By a narrow margin the House 
defeated an attempt to limit the voting referee 
plan to federal elections. As Attorney Gen- 
eral Rogers had explained, the limit would 
have been ‘“‘an open invitation for the estab- 
lishment of segregated elections for state 
officials.” 

Earlier, the House strengthened the Ad- 
ministration plan with a proposal by Senator 
Hennings of Missouri. Under that, Negroes 
whose votes are challenged by state officials 
may cast their ballots anyway, and the ballots 
will be impounded pending determination of 
their validity. Thus the burden of disprov- 
ing a citizen’s right to vote is placed on the 
officials and not on the citizen. 

What the House does about voting rights 
will measure the effectiveness of its legisla- 
tion. And what the House does will also, it 
appears, guide the Senate. If House moder- 
ates of both parties can continue to stand 
together and avoid the Southerners’ whipsaw 
tactics, the House bill should become thor- 
oughly acceptable.

Neon Trail or Wilderness Way? 


Choice in Ozark Development Calls for Basic Philosophical Review

For every action, there is an equal 
and opposite reaction. We conceive 
of Yin and Yang, a philosophical top 
and. bottom, up and down, yes and no; 
a hypothetical “‘right”” Way and a theo- 
retical ‘‘wrong” way. You can’t eat 
your cake and still sleep with it under 
your pillow; you never get something 
for complete free. In other words, we 
are always being tossed on the horns 
of a fighting bull called Dilemma. 
And the dilemma confronting us now 
is: Which way 
shall we go in de- 
velopment in the 
Ozarks? 

There are, rath- 
er clearly, two dis- 
tinct paths. One 
of these might be 
known as Neon 
Trail, the other as Wilderness Way. 
(Both titles are only somewhat fa- 
cetious.) And few who do some think- 
ing about developmental programs 
have ever resolved this conflict over 
routes of development. Some don’t 
even realize there is a conflict. 


But the conflict’s there—the paradox

typified in setting up a wilderness area 
and then running a four-lane highway 
through it; the clash-in-terms that sees 
us advertising Lonely Peace to lure 
the masses, who utterly destroy peace. 
We need to resolve our contradictions 
if we are to make sound regional plans 
or devise comprehensive programs — 
and certainly comprehensive programs 
are needed for any regional develop-

The Neon Trail has been chosen in 
a good many regions: Florida, Las 
Vegas, Reno, Hot Springs, the Mis- 
sissippi Gold Coast. Here there may 
be considerable publicity about clean 
air, scenery, fishing, gunning and kin- 
dred virtues, but the major attractions 
are something much different. Few 
people ever visited Vegas to watch a 
sunrise, even though many have gone 
home in its early rays. 

On the Neon route, the main empha- 
sis is on creature comforts—and these 
extend far beyond good mattresses. 
You'll see more publicity pix of 
sunbathers and beauty contest win- 
ners, of night-club strip teasers and 
band leaders, than you will of hikers, 
float fishermen or quail hunters. 
Bright Light developments involve 
many things besides publicity; they 
include certain relaxations or even re- 
peal of moralistic legislation. Mis- 
souri’s closing hours and rural bans 
on cocktail bars, or Arkansas’ local 
option on liquor, would not rest well 
on Reno. - 

Let us consider the Wilderness Way. 
In practice, this utilizes space, trees 
and—if possible—uncrowded stretches 
of water, It seeks to provide a certain 
isolation and depends much more upon 
participation in fishing or hunting than 
upon roulette or night clubs. This does 
not make the Wilderness Way neces- 
sarily more moral but it does appear 
to be healthier. 

But to set up this trail for develop- 
ment of a region also demands careful 
consideration. To attract people, wheth- 
er vacationers, industries, or new resi- 
dents, certain implicit promises must 
be made—and kept. You can’t promise 
forest-clad hills beneath a blue sky 
and that quiet serenity of Nature— 
and then present burned woods on 
eroded slopes dotted with beer shacks 
housing juke boxes. You can’t use 
“natural settings” as an excuse for 
inadequate plumbing and indigestible 
food ; 


The Wilderness Way really isn’t 
‘“‘wilderness’’ by a long way, but it 
does seek to preserve the native, nat- 
ural attractions. The ‘‘view” may be- 
come a picnic site but it’s kept clean 


and shaded; the “historic spot’ may - 


need a parking lot, but it’s kept honest 
—and free.

Now either one of these ways have 
their advantages — and disadvantages. 
And neither one is anything more than 
a general philosophy about the way the 
region should go, for there will be 
many forces at work to alter the pic- 
ture: high dams or low or none, pants 
factories or mineral exploitation, wood- 
using industries or ranches or orch- 
ards. But all such forces must be made 
to fit into the overall plan if there is 
ever to be conscious, planned develop- 
ment of the region. 

Because certainly you can’t have 
stream pollution and float fishing in 
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the same river; you can’t sell rustic 
quietude in a juke-box loud rural slum. 
And I’ve not noticed that just having 
more people in any given area im- 
proved human happiness or welfare. 

But whatever road of development is 
chosen, there can be side trips by the 
other road, through zoning. This can 
be legally required, through new legis- 
lation, or it can be done voluntarily 
by the people. Basically, though the 
Neon route and the Wilderness trail 
cannot live side by side, with careful 
planning they certainly can follow their 
own distinct paths in’ the same broad 
region. 

But without choosing our routes, 
without selecting the horn on which 
we are to impale our decision, we are 
likely to get the worst possible com- 
promise; our area will be neither 
sportive nor sporting, both illy-lit and 
junkily invaded; neither ‘‘primitive’’ 
nor ‘‘civilized.’’ 

Essentially, let’s choose a course: 
the light of the campfire or the flare 
of the neon. There are areas for both 
in the broad sweep of hills, valleys, 
forests and waters that make up the 
Ozarks .'. . but today most of the 
region has chosen the middle course: 
Mediocrity Road.

RAMEY AIR FORCE BASE, Puerto ‘Rico, March 19. 
THE COMBINED Military Air Transport Service and Army 
training exercise, called “Big Slam Puerto Rico Pine,” is being 
carried out with a smoothness that seems to belie much of the 


doubt that is expressed about the 
units. 


There is a possibility that the 
success of this large-scale troop 
airlift will be used to prove that 
the Military Air Transport Serv- 
ice is as large as it needs to be 
and that its aircraft are suitable. 
The facts are quite the reverse. 
The MATS fleet is 90 per cent 
obsolescent. Its only modern 
planes, the giant C-133s, are not 
pressurized and cannot be used 
for troop airlift or medical evac- 
uation. 

MATS has 483 four-engine 
transport aircraft, of which 36 
are assigned to theater com- 
manders. It is composed of 107 
DC-68s, 56 Constellations, 291 
Globemasters and 29 C-133s. The 
Globemasters, the work horses 
of the fleet are reaching the age 
of eight years and their engines 
are no longer being made, nor 
parts for thém produced. The 
DC-6s and Constellations are 
side-loaded and are getting old. 

About half of the MATS fleet, 
223 aircraft, is being used in this 
exercise. To substitute for them 
in the regular MATS operations, 
commercial air transport has 
been contracted for at a cost of 
between $7,000,000 and $8,000,000. 

Preparations for the exercise, 
contracting for substitute trans- 
port and planning the movement, 
have been underway for six 
months. What is being done in 
this exercise thus has little sig- 
nificance as an indication of the 
capability of MATS to perform 


ability of MATS to airlift Army 


and none of them can carry 
many special types of military 
cargo. 

There are also 116 passenger 
aircraft in the CRAF. Of these 
46 are modern jet passenger 
planes and the remainder are 
DC-7s and Super-Constellations. 

None of them has reinforced 
floors and cargo doors to make 
them usable for freight. While 
they add importantly to the 
troop-carrying capacity that will 
be available, they are in contin- 
uous commercial use and will 
not be available in the critical 
early days or weeks of an 
emergency. 


IT IS INCONTESTABLE that 
MATS, the so-called largest air- 
line in the free world, is com- 
posed mostly of obsolescent air- 
craft, that it is unable to fulfill 
its function today and will be- 
come less able rapidly. Nor are 
prospects of early improvement 
good. 

There is $50,000,000 in the 1961 
budget to develop a suitable 
cargo airplane for military and 
commercial use. At best the 
first airplane to come out of this 
project is five years in the fu- 
ture. 

A swing-tail cargo version of 
the Douglas DC-8 or Boeing 707 
jet can be developed in less 
time, but the big jets still need 
such long runways that their 
utility is limited in many parts 


such an operation on 24 or 48- 
hour notice in an emergency. 


IN AN EMERGENCY, MATS 
first priority is to provide airlift 
for the Strategic Air Command. 
Second priority goes to the Tacti- 
ca: Air Command. Troop airlift 
comes third. 

In the Lebanon and Formosa 
crises, troop airlift, which would 
have been the most important 
military element had the crises 
turned into small wars, came 
last. 

The system of priorities, in 
itself, is evidence of the inade- 
quacy of the airlift MATS can 
provide. Much is made of the 
help that the Civil Reserve Air 
Fleet can give. Under existing 
legislation CRAF cannot be re- 
quired to undertake military op- 
erations except in an emergency 
declared by the President or 
Congress. 


IN MAKING USE of some 
commercial air transport in the 
Lebanon and Formosa crises, 
MATS had to call for bids from 
the commercial air lines. Even 
in that limited crisis it exhausted 
the capability of the commercial 
fleet. 

The Civil: Reserve Air Fleet 
includes. aircraft from 22 com- 
mercial airlines. The 116 cargo 
planes that make up this theo- 
retical fleet are composed of 39 
DC-4s, 39 DC-6s and 38 Constella- 
tions.

Such aircraft will be valuable 
for the special requirements of 
the Strategic Air Command, but 
have severe limitations for stra- 
tegic transport of Army units

The Air Force “attempted to 
purchase some cargo jets 
through the 1960 budget, but the 
request was refused by Congress, 
mainly on the ground that, first, 
suitable aircraft for troop air- 
lift would have to be. supplied. 

THE ONLY AIRCRAFT cur- 
rently in production that meets 
airlift needs is the Canadair 
CL-44. This is a swing-tail turbo- 
prop that can use short run- 
ways. It can carry 75,000 
pounds 2500 miles or ¢30,000 
pounds from the West Cdast to 
Tokyo. Its troop carrying ver- 
sion will lift 162 men and their 
individual equipment. There is 
not much enthusiasm in the 
United States for the purchase of 
a Canadian-built airplane. Such 
a purchase would be fought by 
the United States aircraft manu- 
facturers. The CL-44 is in limited 
production and would not be 
available for 18 months because 
of previous orders. 

While officially it is not ad- 
mitted by MATS officers that 
MATS’ status is rapidly becom- 
ing critical, privately they are

becoming a Senator. In 1956, on 
a television panel show he 
finally said the Senate’s action 
was ‘“‘reasonable’” and much 
later he said he would have 
voted for the resolution. 

Before going to the hospital, 
Kennedy had written a speech 
critical of McCarthy but limited. 
it to narrow legal grounds of 
committee procedure. It was 
not delivered. Kennedy’s long 
delay in giving mere cautious ap- 
proval of the censure resolution 
has created the impression 
among many liberals that he is 
not deeply interested in civil 
liberties. , 


Similarly, his mixed record 
on civil rights measures was 
interpreted as an effort to get 
both Northern and Southern 
support in the 1960 national 
convention. At the 1956 con- 
vention, he received substan- 
tial support from the South 
for the Vice Presidential nom- 
ination. 


As Massachusetts Senator, he 
voted in early 1956 against high 
farm price supports. This may 
have cost him the second place 
on the Stevenson ticket.

“We cannot evade the fact of 
widespread delinquency,” she 
observes. ‘We suffer from lack 
of integrity; we are horrified 
by lack of respect not only for 
human dignity but even for hu- 
man life, by disregard for law, 
by threats of war.” 


These shortcomings, however, 
are found in adults as well as 
children and youth, she points 
out, adding that parents and so- 
ciety in general must have high 
ideals if they are to be trans- 
mitted to young people. 


The study also deals with the 
question of whether adequate 
education is being provided for 
today’s children. In one of the 
most cogent essays, Francis S. 
Chase, dean of education at the 
University of Chicago, finds 
provisions for education are ‘‘ob- 
solete’’ in every nation of the 
world. 


Chase proposes seven steps to 
improve the quality of education. 
Chief among them are equal op- 
portunity for all children, meas- 
ures to preserve “the child’s 
natural sense of wonder’’ and to 
encourage ‘“‘the habit of doubt- 
ing,”’ individual pacing of stu- 
dents and continuous curriculum 
revision. 


VIRGIL M. ROGERS, dean of 
the school of education of Syra- 
cuse University, reports some 
disturbing differences in Rus- 
sian and American attitudes 
toward education. 

He writes that a month’s ex- 
amination of the Soviet educa- 
tional system convinced him 
“that the Russians are demon- 
strating a dedication to public 
education, a willingness to fi- 
nance public schools and to ac- 
cord teachers a_ professional 
status comparable to other pro- 
fessions, not found today among 
citizens in the United States.” 


Citing statistics to show that 
the United States is not achiev- 
ing its objective of universal ed- 
ucation, he remarks, “It is to

Valerian A, 
Zorin promptly 
criticized the 
Western plan, 
especially for its failure to 
project disarmament on a time 
schedule. The Soviet proposal, 
based on Premier Nikita S. 
Khrushchev’s United Nations ad- 
dress of last September, calls for 
“general and complete’’ disarm- 
ament within four years. In- 
spection and control features are 
included, though Western diplo- 
mats question their adequacy. 


In negotiations ahead, the men 
meeting in Geneva are likely to 
have more than one occasion to 
remember a seventeenth century 
definition of a good diplomat, 
written by the French statesman, 
Francois de Callieres: 


“He must have a calm nature, 
be able to suffer fools gladly, 
and should not be given to drink, 
gambling, women, irritability, or 
any other wayward humors and 
fantasies.” 


Seventeenth century diplomacy 
was relatively simple. Nuclear 
weapons and missiles capable of 
carrying such weapons from con- 
tinent to continent, are new in 
history. The technical means by 
which whole populations may be 
destroyed in war are at hand. 


Eaton, in his opening address, 
defined the ambitious goal of the 
conference in Geneva: ‘tA world 
of peace under law.” 


RESULTS of the Geneva con- 
ference, for good or ill, prob- 
ably will be forwarded to Paris 
on May 16, where President Eis- 
enhower, Premier Khrushchev, 


Prime Minister Harold Macmil- 
lan of Britain and President 
Charles de Gaulle of France will 
be meeting ‘“‘at the summit.” 
Pre-summit talks were in prog- 
ress on every hand. 

This week, for instance, West 
Germany’s Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer was in the United 
States to impart his thinking to 
President Eisenhower: No con- 
cessions to the Russians—or as 
few as possible—on Germany or 


Premier David Ben-Gurion was 
in the United States to give Pres- 
ident Eisenhower his views on 
summit negotiations: Russia 
should be induced to stop arm- 
ing the Arabs. 

On Monday, the paths of the 
leaders of West Germany and 
Israel crossed and they held a 
two-hour conversation at the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in New 
York City. Under Hitler, the 
German Nazis had murdered 
more than 6,000,000 Jews. For 
loss of Jewish property in Ger- 
many, the Adenauer government 
has made restitution to Israel 
to the amount of $1,430,000,000, 
and payments will-continue until 
1963. 

Meeting for the first time, Ben- 
Gurion and Adenauer sipped 
orange juice and talked—most of 
the time through interpreters— 
in German, English, French and 
Hebrew. 

“The Germany of today is not 
the Germany of yesterday,” said 
Ben-Gurion later. 

“I am deeply moved,” said 
Adenauer.

MISS IL CUMPTON-BURNETT 
has issued another one of her dialogues 
which, for lack of a better name, have 
been classified as novels. This one is 
called “A Heritage and Its History,” and 
like its predecessors it deals with a Vic- 
torian family located at some unspecified 
place in rural England. 

Simon and Walter Challoner live with 
their parents and their uncle Sir Edwin 
on an estate which presumably supports 
everybody in a state of becoming idle- 
ness. On the death of their father, the 
elder son, Simon, becomes the designated 
heir. Sir Edwin, however, misses the 
companionship of his brother so much 
that he decides to take a wife in the 
person of Rhoda Graham, a youngish 
woman living somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood. 

As Sir Edwin is 70 years old, Simon's 
prospects are not damaged by the mar- 
riage; but when Sir Edwin learns that 
his wife is about to bear him a child 
he quite correctly assumes that Simon 
is the father. Simon admits everything; 
but is not quite prepared for Sir Edwin's 
decision to make the child, who incon- 
veniently turns out to be g boy, Hamish, 
his legal son and heir apparent. 
SIMON MAKES arrangements to 
marry Fanny Graham, the sister of his 
uncle’s wife (his mistress) and live on 
what he can make as manager of the 
estate. His household is not exactly pros- 
perous; but so far as one can tell they 
are not subject to want, and in the course 
of time the oldest of his five children, 
his daughter Naomi, becomes a young 
woman. At the same time his true son 
and the nominal heir of Sir Edwin, has 
also come of age. 

So there we are. The two families live 
within walking distance of each other 
and, as might have been expected, 
Hamish is a frequent visitor in the house 
of his supposed cousin but actual father.

ALTHOUGH HE IS JUSTLY hon- 
ored for “The Red Badge of Courage,” 
“Maggie,” and “Whilomville Stories,” 
Stephen Crane (1871-1900) will not be re- 
membered for his letters; very few indeed 
suggest that their author was one of the 
most remarkable novelists we have had. 
Even the content is dull, for he rarely 
wrote about his books or philosophized 
about his profession. He was too busy 
living and writing something to bring in 
the always needed dollars. 

The editors have printed “faithfully all 
Crane letters known to exist’; these make 
up about 60 per cent of the total in the 
book. The rest of the volume consists of 
important letters written by his family, 
friends, business associates, and Cora 
Crane, the remarkable woman who lived 
with him at the end of his short life. 


The result is almost a biography, for 

the editors have hundreds of footnotes, a 
53-page appendix of reminiscences by 
Crane’s friends, and many pages of con- 
tinuity and comment. .Consequently this 
book is much more valuable than either 
of the inadequate undocumented works by 
Thomas Beer and John Berryman. 
THE ‘‘MANY-SIDED’’ CRANE 
is not easily defined. The editors conclude 
he was “humble and shy, but he was also 
arrogant and conceited. He was a gentle- 
man and he was also a smart aleck and 
an irresponsible heel.”” Ford Madox Ford 
said that Crane changed character a half 
dozen times a day. He liked dogs, horses, 
and cards, and had a sharp eye for a 
pretty face. His best letters, oddly enough, 
are to two women whom he loved but 
never won, though to most women he was 
irresistible. 

He was among the first of the Bohe- 
mians; legends of his carousing, drinking, 
wenching, and dope-addiction haunted 
Greenwich Village for years. Although

THE RELUCTANT SURGEON: A BIOG- 
RAPHY OF JOHN HUNTER, by John 
Kobler. (Doubleday & Co., 359 pgs., 
$4.95.)

JOHN HUNTER was a taciturn un- 
compromising Scot with superlative skill 
with knife and scalpel and a driving 
curiosity about life at all levels. In a time 
renowned for its intellectuals who sought 
enlightenment in every field of human en- 
deavor —Hume, Franklin, Jenner, John- 
son, Fielding, Burke, Reynolds, Gibbon, 
James Watt, Joseph Priestley—he sur- 
passed all others in his entire dedication 
to the pursuit of knowledge of anatomy, 
physiology, biology, disease, and the ori- 
gin of life. 

No man suffered more from capricious 
fate. Hunter’s manuscripts fell into the 
hands of a former pupil, Dr. Everard 
Home, who plundered them for years to 
provide material for his own lectures and 
then to avoid exposure burned them. The 
few manuscripts that were saved, plus 
“those published during his lifetime, plus 
‘the thousands of exhibits in the Hunterian 
_Museum, prove beyond all question his 
universality and enormous energy. 

Mr. John Kobler’s labors have recon- 
structed for us not only the lifetime of 
achievements but the strength and sweet- 
ness of this great man. Not only do we 
become familiar with Dr. John Hunter, 
however, but also with a host of major 
and minor figures who moved in and out 
of his circle. 

- They included the illustrious, skillful and

ter; the distinguished and charmipg pu- 
pil, Dr. Edward Jenner; the two pupils 
from America who returned to their native 
land to establish modern hospitals and 
modern surgery, Doctors John Morgan 
and William Shippen Jr.; Benjamin Water- 
house and Philip Syng Physick (the name 
is correct) who also pioneered in Amer- 
ica for vaccination and improvement in 
surgery; a lovely, talented and devoted 
lady, Anne Home, who became Mrs. John 
Hunter; William Clift, worshipful, faithful, 
who became the conservator of the Mu- 
seum; and a host of others had their 
“lives molded and directed by this dedi- 
"cated little man. 
DR. SAMUEL JOHNSON knew 
‘Hunter. James Boswell, in one of his 
frequent bouts with venereal disease, was 
.treated by him. Tobias Smollett praised 
his surgical skill. David Garrick and 
Oliver Goldsmith touched his life in a 
‘place or two. As he made his rounds 
through the streets of London calling on 
from 9 to 12, this squat, homely, 
unt-spoken but withal kindly man be- 


came a familiar figure to thousands. 
His achievements in medicine alone 

would have given him immortality. Heav- 

en knows there is to this day more than 


‘a plenty of chicanery, malpractice, and 


quackery in medicine, surgery, and hos- 
pitalization; but when the Hunters came 
to London, William in 1740, John in 1748, 
the situation beggared description. Small- 
pox and plague periodically carried off 
large segments of the population. Gon- 
orrhea and syphilis, not yet distinguished, 
infected more than half the people. Mid- 
wives, untrained, negligent, and often un- 
clean, attended births, the childbirth and 
mother mortality being appallingly high. 


TUBERCULOSIS carried off hun- 
dreds every day. The life expectancy, 
impossible to compute exactly, was prob- 
ably 27 or 28. 


John Hunter never succeeded in remov- 
ing the pain from surgery but he im- 
parted his own philosophy to succeeding 
generations of physicians. Surgery is not 
the first but the last resort. One takes 
up the knife with a confession of his fail- 
ure to find other remedies. His lectures 
again and again stressed the natural 
curative powers of the body. Through 
painstaking dissection year after year of 
hundreds of bodies, he discovered a few 
of life’s secrets: 


“When surgery could not be avoided, 
the surgeon, before undertaking it, 
was to consider the whole man, his 
life history, habits, constitutional idiosyn- 
crasies, and previous ailments; the struc- 
ture and function of his organs in health; 
the systemic changes at the onset and 
during the course of the disease, and those 
likely to accompany the postoperative and 
convalescent stages; the interactions of 
his mind, emotions, and body.” (p. 165). 

John Hunter brought to medicine and 
surgery a knowledge acquired through 
years of study of all forms of life. Whales, 
deer, lions, leopards, giraffes, marsupials 
from Australia and New Zealand brought 
to him by Capt. Cook and Sir Joseph 
Banks, bats and bees—in short, all ani- 
mal and insect life whatever challenged 
him to further examination. 


JOHN KOBLER has contributed a 
notable biography. It should be brought 
to the attention of every medical and 
dental student and perhaps also to all 
students of b 
know eighteenth-century England in detail 
must read it. I believe a large number of 
general readers will also find it enter- 
taining, for from its pages emerges a 
great man, fully delineated, human, cou- 
rageous, lovable, and beset with more 
than the ordinary man’s quota of troubles.

than fiction, present day Beatniks, if they 
cared to, could claim Crane of the mid- 
1890’s as one of their own. 


A POOR JUDGE of his own achieve- 
ment, he was fonder of his poetry than 
of his fiction. One of his few astute re- 
marks about his writing is the following 
about “The Red Badge of Courage.” ‘I 
endeavored,” he said, “‘to express myself 
in the simplest and most concise way... 
I have been very careful not to let any 
theories or pet ideas of my own creep 
into my work. Preaching is fatal to art 
in literature. I try to give to readers a 
slice out of life; and if there is any moral 
or lesson in it, I do not try to point it out.”’ 

Because he was unable to hang onto 
his money and was always in debt, many 
of the letters reflect financial rather than 
literary problems. Since he was over- 
generous to some friends, he was con- 
stantly borrowing from others. In England 
Joseph Conrad several times came through 
with enough to tide the Cranes over. 
Another friend advised the novelist: ‘You 
are all right when you stick to the pen, 
and are apt to be all wrong when ydu 
meddle with business. You are too much 
like Edgar Allan Poe.” 


AND LIKE POE he was, except that 
whereas Poe in both life and literature 
was always ‘‘in love with easeful Death,’’ 
Crane kept on exalting life in his fiction 
even though he made no effort to conserve 
his health and was sure he would die 
before he was 35. If he was often lonely, 
he still had many distinguished friends, 
including H. G. Wells, William Dean 
Howells, Hamlin Garland, and Henry 


James, all of whom respected highly his - 


writings. 

He was constantly running; he welcomed 
any opportunity to escape, but he fre- 
quently chose the most hazardous route. 
Two months before he died of T.B. he 
was planning a trip to the island of St. 
Helena to interview men in a Boer prison 
camp. Once he disappeared in Cuba for 
several weeks; the mystery surrounding 
this has never been clarified. The prob- 
lem for any biographer of Crane, say the 
editors, “‘is that so many facts pertaining 
to him resist certitude.”” However, “many 
minor questions have been solved by the 
indefatigable editors. 

IF THE LETTERS LACK intrinsic 
interest, D. H. Lawrence’s remark, ‘‘Nev- 
er trust the art. Trust the tale,” offers 
some consolation, for ‘‘The Red Badge of 
Courage” continues to be an American 
classic. ‘‘Maggie’’ still is one of our best 
examples of American naturalism, and 

‘‘Whilomville Stories” is perhaps our best 
collection of tales about American boy- 
hood.

Llewellyn’s New Style 


Disappointing Sequel to Novel 


UP, INTO THE SINGING MOUNTAIN, by Richard Llewellyn. 
(Doubleday & Co., 378 pgs., $4.95.)

A SEQUEL TO AS WELL LOVED a novel as Richard 
Liewellyn’s “‘How Green Was My Valley’ of 20 years ago can 
have only one of two possible receptions: either it will be greeted 
with joy and read with avidity, especially by readers who want 
to repeat their earlier happy experience; or it will create disap- 
pointment. What is certain is that it cannot avoid comparison 
with its famous predecessor. 


I am afraid disappointment was the chief feeling I had as I 
read “Up, Into the Singing Mountain,” and very great disap- 
pointment too. I just could not find in the sequel the qualities 
that endeared “How Green Was My Valley” to its myriad of 
readers.. For ‘How Green” was a lyrical masterpiece in its 
heart-warming depiction of the vicissitudes that befell a Welsh 
mining family. It had truth, simplicity, beauty and a nobility 
that made reading it a genuinely moving experience. 

“Up, Into the Singing Mountain” picks up the story at the 
precise point where “How Green Was My Valley” ended: With 
the youngest lad, Huw Morgan, leaving his once green valley 
to seek a new life in another land. 


WHAT GAVE LLEWELLYN his idea for a sequel was 
his own discovery, some years back, that a party of Welsh 
miners had established a colony in Patagonia and were carry- 
ing on Welsh customs, traditions, even language, in that distant 
southern section of Argentina. He visited the colony, and then 
stayed there to write this book. Patagonia seemed a logical 
country for Huw to migrate to. 


The story is of Huw’s sundry adventures in the colony: his 
success as a cabinetmaker; the narrow escape he had from 
marrying the scheming boardinghouse keeper, Widow Glyn; his 
love for the wild Corwen girl Lal; the danger that threatened 
him from her murderous father Vrann; the trouble caused by 
marauding Indians; the destruction that fell upon the community 
when a dam broke. 


There are the makings of a good story here—and perhaps 
Hollywood can make more of them in a technicolor film than 
the author has in his book. What then has happened to spoil 
this novel and make reading it a boring, instead of an enjoy- 
able experience? 


Chiefly, I would say the fault lies in Mr. Llewellyn’s new style 
of writing. The story is told in the first person, as ‘“‘How Green” 
was, with Huw again the narrator; but instead of the narrative 
being in simple straightforward prose, with just a touch of 
Welsh inflection, as in ‘“‘How Green,’’ which was very. pleasing, 
Llewellyn has substituted an abominable mixture of lush pseudo- 
lyricism and exaggerated peculiarities of Welsh speech, such as 
inversions, of which we have an endless succession: ‘Tired she 
was,”” ‘“‘Wheat you have got,” as well as a tiresome archaic 
over-use of the conjunction ‘‘and.”’ 


TO GIVE ONE EXAMPLE: “The hand on my shoulder 
I knew was Lal’s before she whispered. Like an Indio she had 
come, and a shadow she went, and we watched her till she 
stood in the light from the lantern. Not a word was clear, but 
if the police were angry with ber for being where she was for- 
bidden, only smiles showed their faces, and she put her 
hand between the logs and pulled their mustaches and scratched 
their whiskers, and in a moment the gate was open and she was 
inside. The gate slammed, and we ran to the wall, and along, 
and Parry had a master in the lock, and seven of us were in 
before the door at the end of the passage was shut.” 


The result is a formless confusion of words. The narrative: 
becomes a flat, droning monotone in which the descriptive and 
the dramati¢ qualities of the story, as well as any contrast in 
dialogue, are absorbed and lost. 


It is too bad that Mr. Llewellyn did not adhere to his style 
in writing a sequel to “How Green Was My Valley.”

Idealist’s Tragedy 
20th Century Liberal’s Story 


THE. OWL, OF MINERVA, by Gustav Regler. (Farrar, Straus 
& Cudahy, 375 pgs., $5.) 
Reviewed by GER NEUMANN 

THIS AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF A GERMAN 
writer and intellectual again brings into focus the tragic 
role of the intellectual in the twentieth century. The liberal of 
the nineteenth century stood for certain clear-cut ideas. He was 
for democracy, tor freedom of thought, for a free economy, and 
for equality before the law. Against him: were the forces of 
feudalism, traditionalism, excessive nationalism, and exploit- 
ing capitalism. _ 

Things have changed in the last 60 years, as is amply demon-

strated by such men as Arthur Koestler or Eric Maria Re- | 


marque or Gustav Regler. Their lives and their intellectual de- 
velopment run almost parallel. They all were born shortly 
before the ‘turn of the century. Fresh out of school, they were 
thrown into the thick of fighting of World War I. They went 
in as idealists who believed in a great cause, and they returned, 
defeated and shell-shocked, as disillusioned men who saw noth- 
—— decay and despair. Was there anything left for them in 
ife 

Regler attempted to take some university courses, but he could 
not concentrate on his studies. He felt the need to write. So 
he went out to fight for progress. But where was progress? The 
political parties did not have much to offer in the way of pro- 
gressive ideas, and thus, simply by the process of elimination, 
he found his intellectual home in the Communist party. He 
was attracted by its high-sounding program that promised a 
new society, a new order, and néw values. ° 
WHEN HITLER TOOK OVER IN 1933, Regler 
fled like many others to France where he joined other refugee 
writers and politicians in the propaganda fight against the Nazi 
ideology. No one will deny that it was a good cause, but the 
trouble was that he had to take his orders and his intellectual 
indoctrination from the party, that he was not free to say what 
he really wanted to say, and that he was under constant sur- 
veillance by such party doctrinaires as Ulbricht, the present 
puppet leader of the East German republic, who would never 
understand personal feelings or ideas which in any way deviated 
from the Moscow-prescribed line. 

Regler went to Spain to fight with the International Brigade 
against Franco, and again the good cause was spoiled by the 
heavy hand of Moscow, which was not interested in his idealism, 
but only in the pursuit of its own political goals. Moscow had 
no qualms about abandoning the International Brigade when it 


saw that it had nothing to gain in Spain, and the disillusioned | 
fighters fled to France in painful marches across the Pyrenees. | 


There they were promptly put into concentration camps. Some, 
including Regler, were able to escape before the Nazi armies 
reached France. Their exile led them through the United States 
and Canada to Mexico and other Central American countries 
where they sat out World War II. 


IT 1S PITIFUL TO READ Regler’s account of those 
years in exile. Their political wings clipped, the party faithful 
began turning upon each other. They were watching who was 
deviating from the party line, and spent their time making life 
miserable for each other, denouncing each other, and even 
resorting to more drastic expressions of their sentiments. 


Regler was aware of the intellectual prison in which he lived. : 


He finally decided to seek his freedom. Here is how he felt upon 
his return to the free world: : 
“One no longer classified everything, as the intellectual pov- ‘ 
erty of the political fanatics ordained; one felt strongly enough 
to let the wealth of ideas pour over one . . . One did not march 
with a parade-ground step, to put it better, towards an objective 
with a yoke about one’s forehead; one was always prepared to 
break out towards new horizons, and in this readiness there was 
a greater fulfillment than Marxism had ever been able to 
afford.” 
THE CLUE TO REGLER’S FAILURE to find 
satisfaction in the Communist ideology is his refusal to recognize 
the abyss between his idealism and the party line. It should 
be understood that he, like many of his comrades, joined the 
Communists for idealistic reasons, because the party seemed © 
to point a way to the solution of evils against which he felt bound 
to fight. It actually did not take long to see how far removed 
the Communist reality was from the dreams of the intellectuals. 
What is surprising is that Regler, Koestler and many others , 
continued to give their loyalty to the party despite their dis- | 
illusionment, and that it took them about 25 years to break away ' 
from an ideology to which they, the bourgeois, were really | 
strangers. Their lack of courage to go their own ways, to think | 
for themselves, to evolve a philosophy which was in harmony ’ 
with their own traditions and heritage—all this proves that the ' 
liberal of today is shiftless and unsure of himself, and that only 
through a long process of reappraisal will liberalism be able to 
become independent and re-emerge as a cultural and directional 
force in our disorganized society.

I really think, too, that your 
team is set to have a good year 
next season.” 


His Third Season. 

Pop Ivy thinks so, too. The na- 
tive Sooner from Oklahoma is 
going into his third season as 
coach of the National Football 
League team that has trans- 
ferred to St. Louis. 

“I think now we're ready for 
the payoff from our rebuilding 
program,” he said. 

Tall (6-3), quite youthful-look- 


ing (44) Frank Ivy didn’t intend | 


to raise false hopes about a club 
that had a 2-10 record last year 
and was 2-9-1 (won-lost-tied) the 
year before.

Two of the appropriations bills 
cleared by the House and now 
held up in the Senate carry sup- 
plemental funds for the current 
fiscal year which ends June 30.

The other, as approved by the 
Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee, includes $979,000,000 for use 
by numerous Government agen- 
cies in the next three months. 

The otker four appropriations 
bills already passed by the 
House are for fiscal 1961 begin- 
ning July 1. 

Besides minimum wage and 
farm bills, Congress probably 
will be asked to act on all or 
most of these matters after it 
finishes civil rights: social se- 
curity, housing, tax loopholes, 
space exploration, foreign aid 
and college classroom loans and 
student loan guarantees. 

Before it became embroiled 
with civil rights, the Senate 

three major measures: 
A $1,834,000,000 classroom and 
teacher salary aid bill, an elec- 
tion law revision bill and a con- 
stitutional amendment to bar the 
poll tax. 

The House has taken no floor 
action on any of the three.

Opens at 
The Arena 


The annual Homé Show spon- 
sored by the Home Builders As- 
sociation of Greater St. Louis 
was opened at the Arena on Oak- 
land avenue yesterday. It is to 
run nine days, including this Sun- 
day and next. 

Show ‘time is 2 p.m. daily to 
10:30, except that on the two 
Sundays the show is to be opened 
at noon and next Sunday is to 
be closed at 9 p.m. 

Builders, who had about 100,- 
000 visitors in the show last 
year, expect to do as well or 
better this year. 

For the first time, an element 
of gardening has been incorpo- 
rated into the show, with nurse- 
rymen and florists co-operating.

These houses, erected by four 
different building organizations, 
are typical of homes being put 
up in some of the county devel- 
opments. The houses have been 
furnished by some of the leading 
furniture stores and decorators 
of Greater St. Louis, with differ- 
ent styling being used in each 
to demonstrate that, regardless 
of the modern designing, inte- 
riors may be made to serve any 
scheme of decor that the house- 
wife might desire. Matters of 
taste and the sizes of pocket- 
books are considered. 

The home to be given away Is 
a factory-fabricated building. It 
is to go to the show visitor who 
writes (in the usual 25 words or 
less) “‘Why I Like to Attend the 
Home Show-” 

This is one house of Cape Cod 
cottage stvling, one of transi- 
tional design, one contemporary 
ranch. 

Both the utilities companies, 
gas and electric, have their own 
special courts, as in past shows, 
demonstrating the use of these 
utilities in the home. Two of 
the complete homes are furnished 
with gas equipment and two with 
electric.

Contract has been let to the 
Cannon Construction Corporation 
for construction of an office 
building for the credit union of 
the Laclede Steel Co.’s Alton 
Works at Alton, Ill.

In the construction, eight vault- 
ed roof decks are to be supported 
by two steel joists at each arch, 
set side by side, with brightly 
colored triangular panels placed 
at random in the open webs of 
the steel joists.

NEW YORK (UPI) —It’s get-

Windows have come a long

Shortage of land in St. Louis 
county and the critical need for 


a long-view usage program to 


care for the future requirements 
of a booming population are 
displayed graphically at the 
Bildors’ Home.Show in a booth 
sponsored by the county and by 
Harland Bartholomew and Asso- 
ciates, who recently completed 
an extensive survey of the sit- 
uation, 


Particularly brought out by 
the charts and graphs is need 
for improvement of present un- 
developed land so that it may 
be used for the relieving of site- 
shortage for industrial and rec- 
reational units. 

“The county’s problem is sim- 
ilar to that found in 35 other 
communities of America,” Her- 
mann Wagner, planning director 
of the County Planning Commis- 
sion, revealed. “Population has 
boomed and residences have 
eaten up the usable land to the 
elimination of industrial and rec- 
reational areas.” 


Move Expected. 


The county’s population is ex- 
pected to increase to 1,750,000 by 
1980, the Bartholomew report 
states, whereas in 1940 is was 
only 265,000. It is now 640,000. 


“In view of this increase, sub- 
division developers must be 
ready to make usable land that 
now is not fit for building pur- 
poses. They must recondition it, 
improve it and give attention 
to the construction of multiple- 
dwelling homes.” 


Future growth, of necessity, 
must be more extensively in 
north and south county since the 
west already is heavily, popu- 
lated. 

‘he survey explains that em- 
ployment facilities have not kept 
up with the population and that 
at least six times as much in- 
dustrial space must be allotted 
to meet the needs of 1980. At 
present there are 3178 acres 
carrying industries. A total of 
20,800 is proposed. 

Along with this increase, land 
for professions and _ services 
must jump from the present 
1746 to 5280 and that for retail 
businesses from 1421 to 4260. 


Also proposed is that 104,380 
acres be set aside for recreation 


and institutions such as hos- 
pitals, schools and homes for 
the aged. 


School Problem Shown. 


Right now there are 219,050 
acres of open land. With 47,533 
acres more being used by streets 
and utilities, it would leave an 
aggregate of 108,307 acres for 
residential zoning as against the 
present 56,771 acres, 

With the increase in popula- 
tion from 640,000 to 1,750,000, 
the number of dwelling units 
thus would go up from 182,178 to 
340,876, and employment in the 
county from 145,282 to 440,000, 

The problem facing the edu- 
cation boards is pointed out in 
the survey. The county will have 
144,500 children under five years 
of age and 343,100 of school age. 
This represents an increase of 
183,600 over the 159,500 now in 
school. That means that twice 
as many school facilities must 
be made available. Room must 
be allowed tor them at the most 
desirable sres. Muca expense 
can be saved by planning now. 

The need for a. well-planned 
traffic. system also is shown by 
the booth. The lack of north- 
south highways is deplored. 

Railroad service is exception- 
ally good in the county and the 
proposal is to co-ordinate the 
industrial zoning with the trans- 
portation facilities.

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Driving on Lindell 
Won't Be the Same 


EVERY ADVENTUROUS DRIVER has his favorite 
stretch of road, the highway that is a dangerous challenge 
to skill. Mine is Lindell anywhere west of Kingshighway, 
between 3 and 4 o’clock in the afternoon when the bridge 
clubs are letting out. I'll 
tell you, man to man, 
there isn’t a livelier ob- 
stacle course of women 
drivers. anywhere in the 
country. 

I thought of Lindell 
during its bridge-club rush 
hour when I saw an ad- 
vertisement in this news- 
paper. The advertisement 
announced a safe-driving 
course for women and the 
language was pure sedi- 
tion: ‘‘Be a Better Driver 
—Than He Is.” 

That is what the ad- 
vertisement said and I 
went to the ninth floor of 
Stix, Baer and. Fuller for 
the first class. I wanted 
the pleasure of being there 
when this attempted her- 
esy failed for lack of 
response by woman drivers. I’m a properly trained male 
driver and I claim a woman can’t be taught anything about 
driving, calmly and on a voluntary basis, A man has to sit 
in the back seat and scream at her while she is chained to 
the steering column. 

Registration for the five-week course, three hours of 
instruction every Tuesday, started at 12:30. 1 arrived at 
1 o’clock, figuring the project would have admitted failure 
by that time. The sight was shattering. There hasn’t been 
such a lineup of women since the nylon emergencies of 
World War II. I realized this was not a false, first-show of 
enthusiasm, either. These women would be back. They were 
paying $2 for the course. 


A tall young man introduced himself as Gene Silberberg 
of the Safety Council, sponsor of the course. “This is a good 
turnout,” Silberberg said. ‘‘The best in several years. We'll 
have a little over 300 in the class this year.” 

This has been going on for some time? This treachery is 
not a new movement? 


“This is the thirty-fifth year,” said Silberberg. 
*“‘Mr. Yorger over there started the course and hasn’t 
missed a year. Capt. Schumacher of the Police 
Department has been lecturing at these courses every 
year for 27 years. You couldn’t drag either one of 
them away from it.” 


>» WILLIAM F. YORGER, managing director of the Safety 
Courteil of Greater St. Louis, and Capt. Roland Schumacher, 
commander of the Traffic Division, greeted the women. 

“My definition of a woman driver,” said the captain, 
“is one who drives just like a man—and gets blamed for it.” 
The captain is a smart policeman. He didn’t try to lick ’em. 
He joined them. 

Most of the women in the class were middle-aged. Or 
more. The student body in these annual classes always has 
been matronly, Yorger said. He can’t explain why it attracts 
older women, 


“These women take their driving more seriously 
than men of any age do,” Yorger said. “At the end of 
five weeks we will give them a safe-driving test. I 
defy the average male driver to pass it.” 


» THAT IS NOT FAIR. Nobody is offering the male driver 
such a coursé. This “Be a Better Driver—Than He Is” 
amounts to calculated discrimination, Mr. Yorger. 

Yorger grinned. “‘We tried a similar course for men,” 
he said, “Only seven showed up.” , 

Maybe men don’t need help. Ever think of that? 

“We made a test,” he said. ‘We placed 12 male 
witnesses at an intersection. We told them 12 drivers would 
go through the intersection and every driver would commit 
a violation. The witnesses were to identify the violation. The 
12 agreed unanimously on only one of the 12 violations—it 
was committed by the only woman driver in the test. The 
woman driver is a marked woman.” 

The Yorger theory is that men do not appreciate 
why women hesitate in traffie. He says the hesitancy is 
courtesy, mistaken by males for a sign of weakness, Yorger 
says women are accustomed to making. sacrifices inthe 
home, giving way to the interests of others. They carry 
over the maternal instinct in their driving. 

That makes sense. But Yorger has taken the adventure 
out of driving down Lindell. The next time a woman driver 
makes a pass at my fender I'll realize she just wants to 
mother me.

Behind Scenes on President’s Trip 


Staggering Amount 


Post-Dispatch Washington cor- 
respondent Richard Dudman ac- 
companied President Eisenhower 
on his recent tour of South Amer- 
ica. Some of his impressions fol- 
low.

WASHINGTON, March 19. 
FEW OF THE HUNDREDS of 
thousands of South Americans 
who saw President Eisenhower 
on his whirlwind four-country 
tour had any idea of the me- 
chanical effort required to pro- 
vide their road-show view of the 
President of the United States. 
It probably did not occur to 
many that the automobile that 
whisked him past in a motor- 
cade, with his arms overhead in 
his victory salute, had been flown 
5a few hours ahead of time and 
ntually would be flown back 
to Washington. There were two, 
in fact~the bubbletop Lincoln, 
for use when it rained, and a 
Cadillac touring car with beige 
leather upholstery, for good 
weather. 
Like any other spectacular 


show, the presidential tour re- — 


quired a staggering amount of 
planning, an enormous support- 
ing cast and a mass of equip- 
ment, ranging in this case from 
two hugé cargo planes and a 
fleet of 15 helicopters to mimeo- 
graph machines and a special 
file case of various kinds of 
White House stationery. 

Planning was to the minute 
and in great detail. There was a 
basic 38-page schedule listing all 
departures and arrivals and 
every motorcade, wreath-laying, 
review of troops and major and 
minor speech. At each stop there 
Was an additional batch of paper 
laying out the schedule in still 
greater detail. 

Here is. a sample, outlining 
with an attached diagram, a cru- 
cial 15 minutes in Buenos Aires, 
at the start of a dinner President 
Arturo Frondizi gave for Presi- 
dent Eisenhower: 

“9:10 p.m. The President, ac- 
companied by Ambassador and 
Mrs. Beaulac, arrives at the prin- 
cipal entrance to the Plaza Hotel 
(Point A). He is met at the door 
by the chief of protocol, Ambas- 
sador Luti. Ambassador Luti es- 
corts the President through the 
lobby, up the stairs at Point B 
(18 steps) to Point C where he 
meets President Frondizi, Mrs. 
Frondizi, Foreign Minister Ta- 
boada, Mrs. Taboada and Secre- 
tary Herter. 

“9:12 p.m. The two Presidents 
with Mrs. Frondizi and Ambas- 
sador and Mrs, Beulac proceed 
up eight steps on the left to 
Point D while Secretary Herter, 
Foreign Minister Taboada and 
Mrs, Taboada turn right and 
walk directly to their seats at 
Point E. At Point.D the two 
Presidents converse briefly (Col. 
Walters is at President Ejisen- 
hower’s side) and then (with 
President Frondizi offering his 
arm to Mrs. Beulac and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to Mrs. Fron- 
dizi and with President Frondizi 
going first) go down eight steps 
at Point F to the banquet hall 
floor where all the guests are 
standing by their seats. The 
members of the party walk to 
Point E where they sit down 
(see diagram for seating ar- 
rangement.) 

“9:20 p.m. After the guests are 
seated, the banquet begins. Cam- 
eramen are admitted to take pic- 
tures for five minutes. 

9:25 p.m. Cameramen leave.” 

Up to that point, things went 
like clockwork: But the Presi- 
dent overstayed his assigned de- 
parture time by about a half 
hour. There was no official ex- 
planation as to why he failed to 
follow the schedule and give a 
sign that the banquet was over 
at 11:17 p.m. 


The only place the schedule 
really broke down was at Bra- 
silia, the new capital of Brazil 
being carved out of the wilder- 
ness like a boom town in a 
modern-day gold rush. The 
mixup nicely fitted the fron- 
tier atmosphere. The trouble 
began when Col. Robert Schulz 
of the White House staff mis- 
informed President Juscelino 
Kubitschek that President Eis- 
enhower’s jet plane would be 
a half-hour late. The plane ar- 
rived on the dot, and heads 
popped out anxiously and there 
were hurried consultations tor 
20 minutes before Kubitschek 
could be rushed over from his 
palace to the airport. 


When the Brazilian President 
finally arrived, there was a 
further delay when attendants 
unrolled a red carpet and ar- 
rived at the foot of the ramp 
with a two-foot roll remaining. 
It looked for a while as if Presi- 
dent Eisenhower would have to 
hurdle the obstacle to set foot in 
Brasilia’ But after more worried 
consultations, an American plane 
attendant solved the problem by 
whipping out his pocket knife 
and slashing off the extra roll of 
carpet. 

Only a small part of the tour- 
ing party was evident to the out- 
sider. Secretary of State Chris- 
tian A, Herter and Roy Rubot- 
tom, assistant Secretary for

, 


Latin American Affairs, were 
much in evidence, as were White 
House Press Secretary James C. 
Hagerty; the President’s son, 
Maj..John Eisenhower, and Col. 
Vernon Walters, Mr. Eisenhow- 
er’s interpreter, who was almost 
constantly at his side. 

Less obtrusive was the small 
army of State Department “‘paper 
shufflers,’” White House aids, in- 
cluding Mr. Ejisenhower’s two 
physicians and valet, Secret 
Service men, flight technicians, 
communications experts, bag- 
gage handlers and no doubt an 
occasional representative of the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 
There also were the citizen mem- 
bers of the President’s new Ad- 
visory Committee on Inter-Amer- 
ican Affairs, along to observe 
but not yet to advise, and vari- 
ous experts picked up at Ameri- 
can embassies along the route. 

With so many different groups 
working to such a-close sched- 
ule, it was not surprising that 
Hagerty began barking at 
Schulz, that a White House man 
once shouted at a Pan American 
Airways vice president, “You 
run your planes and we'll take 
care of these busses,” or that a 
harried State Department official 
growled at someone from the 
United States Information Agen- 
cy, “If you couldn’t make these 
arrangements right, you should 
have said so and we’d have got- 
ten someone who could.” 

The table of organization 
spreads its tentacles farther with 
each new presidential trip. On 
the South American swing, Hag- 
erty found it necessary to have 
two assistants, his secretary and 
his own interpreter. The trips 
are becoming institutionalized, 
and the growing staffs are keep- 
ing pace. 


Uniformed police and soldiers 
presented a problem in Uru- 
guay when they fired off tear 
gas at demonstrating students 
and gave the President and his 
party a painful whiff, Fortu- 
nately there was no untoward 
incident in Brazil involving the 
soldiers who lined the motor- 
cade route with forefingers 
held against the triggers of 
submachine guns. Perhaps the 
most skillful police work was 
in Chile, where the white-jack- 
eted officers slouched around 
looking like Good Humor men 
but quickly massed shoulder- 
to-shoulder whenever crowds 
threatened to spill past guard 
ropes. 


At least nine planes were used 
on the trip, in addition to the 
fleet of helicopters kept on hand 
to whisk the President and his 
party to and from airports and 
to take him on golfing and fish- 
ing’ expeditions. He flew the 
longest legs of the tour in one 
of his Military Air Transport 
Service jets, a Boeing 707. It was 
fitted out as a miniature White 
House, 
work could go on. The plane 
was in constant radio communi- 
cation with Washington. 


Other officials, as well as com- 
munications and office equip- 
ment, followed in a “back-up” 
plane, an identical jet available 
in the event of a breakdown of 
the presidential plane. Mr. Eis- 
enhower had to shift to the 
back-up plane on his way home 
after one of the four jet engines 
of his own plane had failed 
over the Brazilian jungle. 

On shorter trips he shifted to 
his propeller-driven, four-engine 
“Columbine III,’”’ his personal 
plane. Officials said a similar 
plane was kept in the vicinity in 
the event something went wrong 
with the Columbine. _ 

Heavy equipment, including 


so that essential staff - 


loads of communication devices 
and the two automobiles, were 
carried in a pair of C-130 Her- 
cules transport planes, generally 
to be seen at the various air- 
ports by the time the presiden- 
tial plane arrived. 

Three press planes were used 
to carry the 70 newsmen and 
photographers who accompanied 
the President. One was a Boeing 
707, and the others were Con- 
stellations, all chartered from 
Pan American, with the cost 
pro-rated among the newspapers 
and agencies represented. The 
party rode the 707 on the longer 
runs and. divided on the two 
Constellations for the shorter 
trips. 

Hagerty had headed an ad- 
vance party several weeks be- 
fore the trip began, to check ac- 
commodations and arrange the 
schedule. His plane had to make 
visual landings at both Brasilia 
and San Carlos de Bariloche, the 
Andean resort where the Presi- 
dent spent his first weekend. 
Hagerty’s plane had to circle at 
Bariloche and pick a break: in 
rain clouds before it could land. 
At both airports, an entire elec- 
tronic flight control system had 
to be put in before the presi- 
dential plane arrived. The as- 
phalt field at Brasilia was laid 
only a few days before the Presi- 
dent appeared, and workmen 
were still hammering the con- 
trol tower together an hour 
before Mr. Eisenhower’s jet 
touched down at the field. 


Accommodations were a spe- 
cial problem at Brasilia, where 
the entire city is being built in 
one big around-the-clock con- 
struction project. Much of the 
President’s official party was 
housed in the one completed ho- 
tel. The rest of his party, to- 
gether with the press, were put 
up in a nearly-finished apart- 
ment building done in ultra-mod- 
ern style. The front wall of each 
room was glass from floor to 
ceiling, with no curtains.

afterward they had found It ad- 
visable to undress in the dark. 
Hagerty found no sheets in his 
room and slept on a bare mat- 
tress. Showers in most of the 
rooms were not yet working, and 
the reddish brown mud of Bra- 
silia stayed with much of the 
party until the next stop. 

An old Latin American racket 
gave momentary trouble at Rio 
de Janeiro and again at Bari- 
loche. The hotel at Rio charged 
for four nights, although the 
party stayed there only two 
nights. At Bariloche there was a 
six-night charge for a two-night 
stop. Im each case, after a flurry 
of angry protests, State Depart- 
ment officials had the bills ad- 
justed and the overcharge was 


left for later n@gotiation between . 


the American Embassy and the 
foreign office of the host govern- 
ment. The hotel apparently was 
sure of getting its money from 
one side or the other. 

If news accounts of the motor- 
cades seemed confused or inade-

After a particularly disorderly 
motorcade in Santiago, the pool 
correspondent gave a mock-seri- 
ous description of the rear end 
of the hindmost press bus and 
concluded with a stirring account 
of a moment when his car was 
able to forge up to within sight 
of the front of the procession. 
“Looking ahead into the dis- 
tance,” the correspondent re- 
ported, “I could see a man 
standing in an open car with his 
hands raised above his head, I 
think it was & stick-up.”

Jim Hagerty warns this may 
be the toughest presidential trip 
yet. It started that way. Snowed 
during the night. Dreary old bus 
ride at 5:30 a.m. in slush to 
Friendship airport near Balti- 
more. Hardly time for breakfast 
before we landed in San Juan. 
Winter clothing scratchy in 
Puerto Rican sun. 

At Ramey Officer’s Club to- 
night, never saw President more 
animated and interested than in 
watching United States Navy 
musiciang playing typical island 
music on steel oil drums. Never 
saw him tap his foot to music 
before. Someone says, ‘““They’re 
playing the ‘Hail to the Chief 
Cha-Cha.’ ”’ 

Feb, 23—Ramey and Brasilia.

movie set than city where gov- 
ernment servants report for 
work in April. Most buildings 
still under construction except 
President Kubitschek’s palace 
which has a large, solid wall of 
gold bricks at one end of the en- 
trance hall. 

Mr. Eisenhower living in pal- 
ace. We’re in partly completed 
apartment house. No walkways, 
just red mud.

Argentine troops very 
sticky at airport. Must move 
within precisely marked corri- 
dors or develop uncomfortably 
close acquaintanceship with 
loaded carbine. Stayed in cor- 
ridors. 

Feb. 27—Buenos Aires, Mar 
del Plata and Bariloche. With 

each succeeding town, the 
crowds seem larger and. more 
enthusiastic, Reception in down- 
town Buenos Aires yesterday 
afternoon was a dilly. Can’t un- 
derstand Latin Americans. De- 
light in racing in frong of mov- 
ing automobiles. Police do same 
thing. Can’t seem to hear horns. 
Maybe because horns blowing 
constantly. Don’t see how we 
got out of town without killing 
dozens of pedestrians. 

Mar del Plata quite a sur- 
prise. Argentina’s big summer 
resort on the ocean and _ big 
isn’t word for it. Tremendous. 
From air, beach looks like 
Coney Island, Jones Beach, 
Atlantic City put together. So 
many people.in the ocean that 
they have to stand in line to 
get out. 

And then Bariloche, which 
looks like a village in Switzer- 
land.

Everybody talking about 
how bushed President looked 
when he came in from fishing. 
Two hours later, he looked 
like different man. He knows 
a lot of stories were filed to- 
night about his health and we 
hear he’s burned up plenty. 

Feb, 29—Santiago. Flight over 
Andes from Bariloche. Highest 
mountains in the western hemi- 
sphere; seemed to grab for 
plane. Truly desolate land. No 
sign of life in mountains. 

Santiago wonderful town. Full 
of spirit and apparent joy of 
living. Chileans seem absolutely 
nuts about band music. Navy 
band, minus 19 members killed 
in air crash, playing to audi- 
ences of 40,000 and up. 

Most efficient, most courteous 
and ¢0-operative police any- 
where on trip. Firm, polite, 
level-headed. How different from 
the wild exuberance of Argen- 
tina where police could not con- 
tain crowds at times. 

People throw flowers at. the 
President. Back home in staid 
old Washington, people rarely 
pay much attention to visiting 
dignitary. 

March 1—Santiago. Fatigue be- 
ginning to show itself rather 
widely in travel group.

BOSS BUTTERING is a fine art in America. 

But it is amazing how few people are really expert at it.

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Ghosts Stand in for Students 


Term Papers, Even Doctoral Theses Supplied for a Fee by New York Agencies

NEW YORK, March 19 

GHOST-WRITING has long 
been accepted as a necessity 
born of the hectic pace of mod- 
ern life. Many politicians, bur- 
dened with affairs of state, do 
not have time to put together 
polished speeches. They have 
their addresses written by eru- 
dite spooks, Captains of finance 
and industry at banquets deliver 
masterful speeches skilfully pre- 
fabricated by their high-priced 
public relations men, Screen 
stars hire ghost-writers to boost 
them one step nearer immortal- 
ity by turning out embroidered 
“autobiographies.” 

Ghost-writing has, indeed, be- 
come such a large-scale practice 
that people who can’t write a 
line fit to read achieve reputa- 
tions as literary lights, thanks 
to their well-paid, self-effacing 
agents. And nobody has been 


doing much thinking about it~ 
until recently, 


Now, it seems, the practice of 
ghost-writing has been carried 
much further. Its tentacles have 
reached into the academic world. 
Just as politicians can use paid 
ghosts for political speeches, 
students and “‘scholars” can, for 
certain fees, hire ghost-writing 
agencies to produce term papers 
and even doctoral theses for 
them, They can even hire ghosts 
as stand-ins to take classroom 
examinations for them when 
tests come up which they think 
they might fail. 

Evidence gathered by the of- 
fice of Manhattan District At- 
torney Frank Hogan allegedly 
linking seven New York literary 
firms to the ghost-writing of 
term papers and theses for col- 
lege students throughout the 
United States is being presented 
to a grand jury. 

In the investigation to deter- 
mine whether the academic 
ghost-writing violated the state 
education law prohibiting stu- 
dents from obtaining college 
credits or degrees by fraudulent 
means, the D.A.’s office seized 
books and records of seven 
firms. Dozens of persons, in- 
cluding ghost-writers and under- 
graduates in various colleges, 
have been subpenaed in the 
probe. 


The investigation into col- 
legiate ghosting was touched 
off by Alex Benson, a reporter 
for the New York World-Tele- 
gram and Sun. Benson had 
‘received a call from a young 
woman friend and former col- 
lege classmate who had an- 
swered a blind ad in The New 
York Times for “free lance 
writers and _ researchers.” 
After answering the ad she 
was called by a ghost-writing 
bureau and was offered $18 to 
write a 750-to-1000 word essay 
comparing Achilles and Hector 
in Homer’s “The Iliad.” She 
was to write the essay “at 
the undergraduate level.” 


When the young woman told 
Benson about it he promptly 
advised his city editor and they 
worked out a plan to have Ben- 
son investigate the situation by 
posing as a well-educated free 
lance writer named “‘Mike’”’ Ben- 
son who was willing to under- 
take a little. ghost-writing be- 
cause his wife was sick and he 
was short of money. 


Benson’s first move was to 
instruct his friend to call the 
ghost-writing agency and offer 
his services. Promptly he re 
ceived’ his first assignment: 
Take an ‘examination for a 
Columbia University graduate 
student, 

Benson was astounded. If he 
took the examination wouldn’t 
he be recognized by the profes- 
sor? By other students in the 
class? It was explained to him 
that it was a large class that no 
one would know the difference. 
All he had to do was guarantee 
to be able to pass an examina- 
tion covering material in a stan- 
dard textbook, ‘‘Mental Health 
and Human Relations in Educa- 
tion,” by Kaplan. He was to 
meet “the client” in the apart- 
ment of the woman who ran the 
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ghost-writing agency that eve- 
ning.. Benson spent the day 
cramming. 

A graduate of Queens College, 
class of 1949, Benson had also 
attended Teachers College, an 
affiliate of Columbia University, 
for two semesters. He admits 
that he “‘usually received poor 
grades.” 

In the woman’s apartment 
near the Columbia campus 
“Mike” Benson met ‘‘the client,’ 
a young man about 20 years old, 
clean-cut in appearance, ‘‘hand- 
some and bright-looking.” But 
the young man was “a chiseler 
willing to buy a good examina- 
tion mark.” 

A student at Columbia Uni- 
versity’s Teachers College, the 
young man explained that he 
was studying guidance counsel- 
ing, but had been getting C’s 
all along and ‘‘couldn’t afford 
another one.”” But he trusted 
Mike because Mike had also 
been a student at Teachers Col- 
lege and Mike in turn guaran- 
teed him an “A” on the exam- 
ination, 


Four days later Mike Ben- 
son took the exam, for which 
he was to receive $40, and no 
one paid any attention to him. 
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ALEX BENSON, reporter who exposed ghost- 


writing in New York academic circles. Insets 
in illustration, agency advertisements from 
yellow pages of Manhattan telephone di- 


rectory. 


He was just another face in 
two rooms crammed with 150 
students. He got an A minus 
on the exam, to the delight of 
the collegiate client who thus 
wound up with a final grade 
of B for the course. (He has 
since been dismissed by the 
school). Mike was promised 
new ghost-writing assignments 
within a few days, 

Working with the full knowl- 
edge of the D.A.’s office Mike 
next wrote to nine other ghost- 
writing bureaus whose ads ap- 
pear regularly in the New York 
Times. Within a short time he 
received a call from an agency 
near Grand Central Station and, 
again posing as Mike Benson, a 
cash-hungry ghost, he received 
a surprising offer. The pro- 
prietor of the _ ghost-writing 
bureau was so impressed with 
Mike that he offered to make 
him a partner in the one-man 
agency. 

Alone much of the time in the 
office, Mike, by arrangement 
with the District Attorney’s of- 
fice, combed the files and dis- 
covered amazing evidence of 
widespread commercialized col- 
lege cheating. He listened to a 
conference between a candidate 
for a doctorate in education and 
a ghost writer who was midway 
through writing a dissertation on 
-reading deficiences of college 
students. 

He learned details and amounts 
paid for seven other theses and 
academic papers prepared by 
the ghost-writing bureau for de- 
gree candidates from Texas to 
Alaska. He learned that ‘“‘his’’ 
bureau was farming out some of 
the ghost-writing of theses to 
other firms. 


By the time Benson severed 
his connection with the ghost- 
writing bureau and turned his 
final report over to the D.A.’s 
office, there was some astonish- 
ing evidence. The report showed 
that student clients of a ghost- 
writing ‘bureau paid for their 
theses chapter by chapter on 
the installment plan. One stu- 
dent was threatened with legal 
action which would expose him 
as a cheat when he fell behind 
.in his payments. 

Other evidence included a let- 
ter from a college professor at 
a southwestern institution who 
paid $1250 for a ghosting job 
involving the rewriting of his 
doctoral thesis. He wrote the 
ghost-writing bureau that he had 
received his Ph.D. and wanted 
to thank them for their help. 


In still another case, a can- 
didate for a Ph.D. at Columbia 
University paid almost $2000 
for a thesis on Elizabethan 
drama. The ghost-writer got 
only half of it because he lay 
down on the job halfway 
through the undertaking. Other 
cases involved a Missourian 
who got a thesis written for 
$350 and a former Fulbright 
Fellow who paid $3000 for a 
paper on “The Educational 
Ideals of Robert Hutchins” 
and was badgered for an addi- 
tional $1025 under penalty of 
exposure if he didn’t pay up. 


There were others, including 
an assignment Benson received 
from the first ghost-writing firm 
that employed him as a stand-in 
student to take the final exam- 
ination at Teachers College. 
This firm assigned him to write

The 
dissertation was for submission 
to Yeshiva University. 


It was shattering to many per- 
sons to learn that cheating stu- 
dents could buy term papers for 
as little as $50 and that “‘scho- 
lars’ were willing to ante up as 
much as $3000 for theses needed 
for doctorates and somewhat 
smaller amounts for master’s 
theses, 

Although New York educators 
had long suspected that there 
might be something like a ghost- 
scholar racket, they are now 
shocked by the evidence that it 
is, if not common, at least a 
somewhat widespread practice. 


Said Dr. Hollis L. Caswell, 
president of Teachers College: 
“The general moral tone in 
our country is tending to en- 
courage this ‘sort of thing. It 
is a little like our attitude 
toward the income tax—if you 
can get by with it, it is all 
right.” 


In “Plagiarism and Original- 
ity,” noted New York lawyer 
Alexander Lindsey wrote not long 
ago: “Ghost-writing is firmly 
imbedded in our mores. It is a 
large-scale, pervasive practice. 


The ‘personal opinions’ on na- § 
tional and international affairs: 


that a certain cosmic thinker 
commits to the air each week 
with apostolic authority are 
largely, the lucubrations of as- 
sistants.” 

When ghost-writing agencies 
can do a booming business in 
reports, term papers and theses 
for students and even for. teach- 
ers seeking degrees, many find 
it shocking. Scholarship by 
proxy makes suspect the aca- 
demic standards of higher edu- 
cation, 

Some 70 ghost-writing agencies 
are listed in the yellow pages 
of the Manhattan telephone 
book. Many advertise also in 
national magazines. They turn 
out books, plays, articles, 
speeches, sales letters, house 
magazines, booklets, executive 
reports—and theses for college 
students. Several list theses 
writing in their ads. One agency 
even lists as one of its specialties 
the ghost-writing of sermons,

I married an Italian girl who 
worked in the movies there and 
it seemed easier to live there 
than in the States. I had to have 
a home somewhere. This life 
has no rhyme, rhythm or rea- 
son. 


“Out of the last 21 months, 
I’ve spent 19 in hotel rooms 
and that can be a little boring. 
There can be no planning in 
the business today. If you get 
a good script and a good part 
and they’re shooting in the 
Arctic Circle, off you go. ‘Ac- 
tors have gone back to their 
beginnings—the strolling play- 
er and all that. They used to 


sit by their swimming pools 
in Hollywood. It was a good 
life if you liked it. But it’s all 
over.”

Before TV it was movies and 
before that dime novels and I’m sure many people shook 
their heads and said that Shakespeare fellow was putting 
ideas into impressionable young heads. It’s the parent’s job 
to set standards, interpret human behavior, in extreme 
cases, even censor objectionable fare. 


At a dinner the other night, a group of us got to 
talking about programs we wouldn’t let our children 
watch, even though they were on during early evening 
or children’s hours. We weren’t condemning all the 
westerns (“I just adore that Chester,” said one 
woman) but we all agreed that three or four in a 
row were monotonous if not downright harmful. There 
should be some regular shows for children besides 
cartoons and killings. 


“IN MANY CHRISTIAN HOMES where crime and vio- 
lence among one’s acquaintances would be looked upon with 
extreme horror, crime and violence get into the experience 
of the children by way of the television set,” Margret Leone 
Davis wrote recently in The Springfield Churchman. “In 
homes with the highest of moral standards, prostitutes, 
gamblers, gunmen and thieves parade across the screen. 
Murderers strike from ambush or shoot down defenseless 
victims in cold blood. Swindlers ply their trade with impunity. 
Parents who would be outraged at the suggestion that they 
take their children on a trip through the underworld bring 
the underworld to their children via the television set.” 

I’m not advocating a ‘TV diet of nothing but sweetness 
and light for children. Children hunger for adventure, danger, 
excitement. But couldn’t we feed that hunger with stories 
about buried treasure, mountain climbing, competitive sports, 
animal stories, man’s conquest of the elements, something 
besides the good guys and the bad guys shooting it out?

More for Your ‘Money 


TRENDS AND TIP-OFFS: After you put in a large 
claim under your health insurance policy, can it be canceled 
on you at the next expiration date? Not if it’s a group 
policy. But if yours is an individual policy, it may pay 
to check on the guaranteed renewable feature. Many older 
policies don’t have it but some 30 companies offer it in 
individual policies now at slight added cost. . . . Expect 
credit offerings to teen-agers in your family to increase. 
Some stores now test teen credit cards. And one bank 
plan has three high school students acting as a teen-age 
loan board, passing on applications from youngsters and 
issuing loans, without collateral or co-signers, at 244- per 
cent interest. . . . There’s a boom in mail contests that 
start easily, then get you involved in a long series of ties— 
and continuing merchandise purchases. 


» SECOND MORTGAGES — NEW TWISTS: In the tight 
money market, second mortgages come into increasing use. 
They bother many housing authorities because they’re short- 
term (three-five years) “balloon” notes you must repay 
all, or close to all, at once. Now some builders use new 
twists to overcome the objection. One arranges for buyers 
to get a 78 per cent first mortgage at 6.6 per cent from 
a savings and loan association—and himself takes back a 
second mortgage for 12 per cent of purchase price so the 
buyer puts up only 10 per cent cash. The second mortgage 
runs 25 years at 6.6 per cent. Another builder arranges 
for 80 per cent first loans with an S & L and takes a 
second mortgage for up to 20 per cent of purchase price, 
thus providing up to 100 per cent financing. The second 
runs five years at 84 per cent, and is partially amortized. 
If the homeowner can’t pay off the balance after five 
years, it’s renewed for five more on a fully amortized basis. 


» YOUR LIFE INSURANCE: What you should have in the 
way of life insurance depends on many factors—income, 
resources, extent of family dependency, home ownership, 
retirement expectations, for example. You'll do best to 
get help from a good agent in figuring your specific needs. 
But you get this over-all information from one recent report. 
The general rule, the report shows, is that life insurance 
face amount equals four to five times annual income. Thus, 
a $5000 income suggests minimum insurance total of $20,000; 
$10,000 income, $40,000 insurance. Premiums usually will 
range from 5 to 10 per cent of income, depending upon 
policy type and age at purchase. Reportedly, some 3,000,000 
United States families now put one-tenth or more of income 
into life insurance. 


>» NEWS IN PAINTS: Goaded by increasing use of glass, 
aluminum and plastic instead of wood in homes—and loss 
of part of their market—paint makers rush development 
of product improvements. Example: A new exterior house 
paint said to béxthe biggest advance in 15 years. Expected 
to last 1% times as long as previous types, it’s easy to 
spread, cuts painting time in half, can go over even 
thoroughly wet surfaces, dries quickly, is fade-resistant, 
almost blister-proof. It should be widely available this 
spring. Other newer developments: More practical fire- 
retardant paints, insect-repellent paints, paints that make 
cement walls look like tile, and paints that keep your grass 
| bright green no matter how tough the, summer.

THERE ARE five .general 
types of drinking habits: total 
abstaining, moderate or social 
drinking, heavy social drinking, 
excessive drinking and chronic 
alcoholism. 


This is the view—for the pur- 
pose of discussion—of Dr. Mary 
Jane Sherfey, assistant profes- 
sor of clinical psychiatry at 
Cornell University Medical Col- 
lege. 

“While it is true,” she then 
points out, “that many alco- 
holics go through the first four 
defined conditions to the fifth 
one of alcoholism, it is not 
accurate to consider them as 
‘stages’ in the development of 
chronic alcoholism. These drink- 
ing habits exist in everyone, 
and the majority of people 
maintain their specific drinking 
patterns throughout life. There 
are alcoholics who were never 
social drinkers. They passed 
from total abstaining almost di- 
rectly into chronic alcoholism.” 


George N. Thompson, associate 
clinical professor of neurology 
and psychiatry at the University 
of Southern California School of 
Medicine, has followed a some- 
what different route to much the 
same conclusion. 


“The alcoholic . . . likes to 
think of himself as a normal 
individual who has gotten into 
the vicious habit of drinking but 
who otherwise has _ nothing 
wrong with him,” he notes. ‘‘In 
most cases, nothing could be 
further from the truth... . 
Alcoholism doés not result 
simply from excessive drinking 
over a long period of years fol- 
lowing introduction of the ha- 
bit. Alcoholism, in fact, is 
not a habit. It is a result of 
personality illness. It is a symp- 
tom of disease. The alcoholic 
individual is emotionally sick.” 


The personality disorders of 
which alcoholism may be a 
manifestation are numerous and 
varied. Their range embraces 
the total psychopathological 
spectrum. It is possible, how- 
ever—and accepted clinical 
practice—to place all alcoholics 
in one or another of two wide- 
ly separated psychiatric cate- 
gories. A considerable number 
(perhaps, according to some re- 
cent American case studies, 35 
or 40 per cent of the total) are 
plainly also in the grip of some 
clearly recognizable’ disease. 
Many of them are manic-depres- 
sives, some are paranoid schizo- 
phrenics or psychopathic per- 
sonalities, a few are epileptics. 
A very few are people who have 
suffered some violent physical 
injury to the brain. 

The probable origin of alcho- 
holism is less clear in the other, 
and larger, group. It is com- 
posed of men and women in 
whom compulsive drinking is 
the only apparent symptom of 
abnormality. There appears to 
be nothing wrong with them that 
sobriety cannot cure. But close 
examination usually reveals a 
personality structure significant- 
ly outside the normal range. 
These people are, for the most 
part, victims of the sprawling 
constellation of fears and pho- 
bias that is known as psycho- 
neurosis. Since psychoneurosis 
thus appears to be the com- 
monest cause of alcoholism, the 
psychoneurotic is often pictured 
as the classic alcoholic type. 


He is certainly equipped for 
the-part._He—has_(as—much_as 
any other emotional cripple) all 
the conflicts that are necessary 
to hound a man to drink, and 
(unlike some of the others) none 
that drink can’t solve. The 
ubiquitous dread, the rootless 
fatigue, the tightrope tension, 
the bogus pains, the hamstring- 
ing tics and stammers, the tan- 
trum impatience with frustra- 
tion, the diffused and unattain- 
able ambitions, the extrasensory 
perception of slights and criti- 
cism, the sexual anesthesia or 
disgust or impotence—these and 
a hundred other psychogenic in-

capacities are peculiarly amen- 


able to alcohol. It is, if not 
their best, their most immediate 
remedy. 


“One thing about alcohol,” 
Charles Orson Gorham _ re- 
marks in his “Carlotta Mc- 
Bride,” a fictional study of. an 
alcoholic, “it works. It may 
destroy a man’s career, ruin 
his marriage, turn him into a 
zombie unconscious in a hall- 
way—but it works. On short 
term, it works much _ faster 
than a psychiatrist or a priest 
or the love of a husband or a 
wife, Those things . . . they all 
take time. They must be de- 
veloped . . . But alcohol is al- 
ways ready to go to work at 
once. Ten minutes, half an 
hour, the little formless fears 
are gone or turned into harm- 
less amusement. But they come 
back. Oh yes, and they bring 
reinforcements.” 

Yes, they always come 
back, and always with rein- 
forcements. And with every 
proliferation they become 
harder and harder to quench, 


There is no reliable remedy 
for alcoholism itself. It is,. and 
will probably remain for many 
years to come, an incurable dis- 
ease. Experience has shown, 
however, that it is not a hope- 
less one. With the help of time 
and sympathetic counsel, some 
victims manage to break its 
grip. They cease to drink. But 
its grip can only be broken. It 
cannot be merely relaxed. No 
alcoholic, as far as there is any 
credible record, has ever per- 
manently recovered the ability 
to take a drink or two and stop. 
The reason for this is thought 
to lie in the fact that pleasure 
is more memorable than pain. 


“An alcoholic suffers tortures 
in the course of his drinking 
life,’ Dr. Greenberg, of Yale, 
has pointed out. “‘But it must be 
remembered that alcohol has also

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brought him exquisite emotional 
relief. Otherwise, of course, he 
would never have become an 
alcoholic. Abstinence, for an 
alcoholic, involves unlearning a 
rewarding experience. And that 
inevitably is a difficult_and very 
painful process. Now, we know 
that even the smallest amount 
of alcohol affects learning. It 
affects first the most difficult 
and the most painful and the 
most recent learning. If the 
abstinent. alcoholic yields and 
takes a drink—boom! His new 
learning goes, and the old comes 
rushing back. He recalls the 
old rewards of alcohol, the old 
associations and emotional satis- 
factions, and he is off on an old- 
time spree.” 


The treatment of alcoholism is 
a long and arduous process. It 
is also one that, usually involves 
a multiplicity of ministrations. 
An occasional alcoholic, to be 
sure, achieves his own release. 
But not through his own exer- 
tions—not through “will power” 
or “self-analysis."” When such 
manumissions occur, they are 
almost always the unbidden and 
unexpected result of a deep 
spiritual experience that has re- 
shaped the personality. 


The great majority of alco- 
holics need all the help they can 
get. They need medical help 
and psychiatric help and the 
sensible encouragement of their 
familiesand their friends. 
Prompt medical help is in most 
cases essential... The alcoholic 
generally comes to treatment at 
the end of a spree. He must be 
sobered up, the ravages of al- 
cohol and malnutrition repaired. 
his emotional equilibrium re- 
stored. The phase can never 
safely be hurried. 


“Although the alcoholic usu- 
ally recuperates rapidly, I 
feel that .the five-day ‘drying- 
out’ treatment usually given 
now in various hospitals and 
alcohol-treatment centers are 
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an insufficient rest period,” 
Dr. Kant, of the University of 
Wisconsin Medical School, has 
noted. “Ten days are, in our 
experience, necessary for re- 
cuperation in all severe cases 
of alcoholism. A patient not 
completely recovered from the 
immediate effects of alcohol 
abuse will all too soon fall 
prey to the temptation of 
drinking.” M os t alcoholics 
emerge from the drying-out 
period in a euphoria of good 
intention. They are determin- 
ed not to drink again, and are 
eager for the rehabilitating 
touch of psychotherapy. With- 
out support, however, they all 
too soon fall prey. 


The history of medicine is 
rich in drugs and devices calcu- 
lated to stiffen their flagging 
resolve. Pliny the Elder, in the 
first Christian century, was sat- 
isfied that ‘“‘screech-owl eggs 
given in wine to drunkards for 
three days (will) preduce a dis- 
taste for that drink.” 


Until about 20 years ago med- 
ical science,’ though inclined to 
doubt the efficacy of these in- 
genious supports had little bet- 
ter to choose from. Almost the 
only alternatives were moral 
support and persuasion. It is 
less lamely limited now. 

There are currently available 
to all physicians two practical 
deterrents to drinking that ap- 
pear to be admirably rigid. One 
of these is an adaptation of the 
Pavlovian conditioned-reflex 


phenomenon. It primarily in- 
volves the use of a violently 
emetic drug—emetine hydro- 
chloride—and alcohol. The drug, 
whose moment of impact can be 
precisely predicted, is adminis- 
tered to the patient by subcuta- 
neous injection. After a care- 
fully calculated interval, he is 
given a glass of whisky (or 
brandy or gin or rum) to smell, 
taste, and drink. If the timing 
has been accurate, the ingestion 
of the whisky is followed almost 
instantly by a racking attack of 
vomiting. Seven such treat- 
ments (one a day for a week) 
are usually sufficient to estab- 
lish in most alcoholics an aver- 
sion even to the sight of liquor. 


The effects of the initial 
ordeal last about a month, but 
they can be renewed by an oc- 


casional booster treatment. In 
a considerable number of cases, 
the reflex has been maintained 
for a year or more. The other 
detertent is a drug cated Anta- 
buse. Antabuse—or, as it is 
known to chemistry, tetraethyl- 
thiuram disulphide — has long 
been used in the processing of 
rubber, and workers in that in- 
dustry have frequently found 
that they were unable to drink 
without becoming ill. A team of 
Danish investigators undertook 
to explore this curious occupa- 
tional ailment shortly after the 
Second World War. They soon 
discovered that the victims all 
were workers who handled tetra- 
ethylthiuram disulphide, and 


Paperback Book Comes of Age, Now big Business

THE PAPERBACK BOOK has 
come of age. It is 21 years old. 
The worst that can be said of 
it is that it is still a rough, crude 
kid in the family of literature; 
the best that can be said is that 
anything this big cannot be 
ignored. Americans will buy 
300,000,000 copies this year. 

They will buy them in 160,000 
candy stores and terminals. The 
adolescents will buy the sexy 
books; the young parents will 
pick up the baby books; dad will 
eat the Westerns and the non- 
fiction; mother will sneak a 
copy of “Return to Peyton 
Place” in her handbag. 

Until the paperbacks came 
along, only 17 per ‘cent of all 
Americans would be _ caught 
reading a book. No one knows 
what the figure is today, but 
with the two-bit books selling in 
the hundreds of millions, the 
percentage must be around 30. 
It may be more. 

When they were first publishpd, 
in 1939, no one wanted them. 
The book store manager refused 


to sell a quarter book in com- 
petion with his $4 hard-cover 
books. The candy store owner 
shrugged and said: ‘“‘Where am 
I gonna put ’em?” 

The big distributors across the 
country are the men who made 
a success of the paperbacks. 
They jammed them down the 
throats of the store owners 
while, at the same time, de- 
manding that the publisher 
design and build racks to hold 
the books. 


AROUND 1949, the publishers 
discovered sex. Artists were 
commissioned to draw the most 
voluptuous women for what is 
called “sight sale.” In 1950, 
about 200,000,000 copies were 
sold and many of them featured 
half-nude woman cowering in a 
corner under the shadow of a 
man against the wall, 


This, the publishers found, 
could be done to any book. 
Some of the bland old classics 
came out on the racks showing 
cheap-looking women sneering 
through cigarette smoke under 
the blurb: ‘“‘She Lived Life To 
the Fullest and Knew All the 
Answers, but when Rocky Came 
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I WAS the founding editor of 
Gold Medal Books, the first in 
the two-bit class to publish

Their find appeared on 
the market as Antabuse, in 
1951. .Antabuse is slowly ab- 
sorbed and even more slowly 
excreted, but unless it is fol- 
lowed by alcohol, its ingestion

When Antabuse is followed. by 
a drink, a disturbance in the or- 
derly oxidation of alcohol oc- 
curs, bringing on a wild eruption 
of miseries—hot flashes, @ 
bludgeoning headache, an alarm- 
ingly accelerated heartbeat, dif- 
ficulty in breathing, nausea, and. 
vomiting. In severe cases, un- 
consciousness and collapse may. 
occur. And sometimes déath; 
Because of its slow excretion, 
Antabuse remains effective. for. 
between five and seven days.’ 
It is this remarkable durability: 
that particularly commends “its: 
use, for most alcoholic sprees 
are spontaneous—a yielding to 
sudden impulse. They are al- 
most never planned a week in 
advance. 


The place of aversion tech» 
niques in the treatnient of alco- 
holism is commonly miscon- 
strued. They are not an end but 
a means. Like the drying-out 
procedure, their function is lim- 
ited to rendering the patient 
amenable to treatment. Although 
the best that can yet be hoped 
for an alcoholic is that he will 
somehow cease to drink, the 
proper treatment of alcoholism 
aims at more than mere ab- 
stinence. Its ultimate purpose 
is the elimination of his need to’ 
drink. 

“There is one fact which 
emerges to confront every ther- 
apist,” George N. Thompson, of 
the University of Southern Cali-. 
fornia School of Medicine, has 
noted. “This fact is that until 
the alcoholic finds that life is 
more satisfying without alcohok 
than it is with alcohol, then he. 
will probably continue to drink 
to intoxication.” Such a discov- 
ery can be accomplished only 
by some form of psychotherapy.’ 
The nature of the patient—his 


age and station, his intelligence’ 


and temperament, the length 
and severity of his addiction—is

They find 
at least a temporary relief 
from tension in the sophisti- 
cated companionship and the 
opportunities for action it pro- 
vides. (“Deny an A.A. mem- 
ber the opportunity to rush 
out at 2 in the morning to help 
a back-slidden friend,” Dr. 
Greenberg has remarked, 
“and he’ll soon be back on the 
bottle.”) Others respond to 
the collective probings of con- 
ventional, or psychiatrically 
oriented, group psychothera- 
py. Still others—perhaps, in 
the opinion of most investiga- 
tors, the great majority of al- 
coholics — require prolonged 
immersion in the deeps of psy- 
choanalysis. 


‘‘Long-term psychiatric treat- 
ment is indicated in most cases,” 
Thomas A. C. Rennie, of Cor- 
nell University Medical College, 
has noted. ‘That is, one year or 
longer. Only when the patient 
becomes fully aware of the mul- 
tiple factors at work, often un- 
recognized and unconscious, is 
he able to combat the addic- 
tion.” But he adds, “The re- 
sults of therapy at best are poor, 
Many patients relapse.” 


Of the 180,000,000 men, women, 
and children that now constitute 
the population of the United 
States, some 80,000,000 are of 
drinking age, and, at least occa- 
sionally, drink. Five million of 
these, according to a generally 
accepted reckoning, are alcohol- 
ics. About 1,000,000 of this num- 
ber have received, or are cur- 
rently receiving treatment. It is 
estimated that approximately 60 
per cent of them are still active- 
ly alcoholic. 


The uncertain results of ther- 
apy have persuaded most in- 
vestigators that the eventual 
control of alcoholism lies not in 
treatment but in prevention, 
There are two ways in which 
this may be brought about. One 
is through a quickened public 
comprehension of the causes, 
the symptoms, and the essential 
nature of the disease. The other 
is through the abolition of alco- 
hol. The latter has always been 
the vehement choice of emo- 


tion. Reason prefers the for- 
mer. 
“When deplorable excesses 


happen,” St. John Chrysostom, 
the most revered figure inthe 
hagiography of the Greek Or- 
thodox Church, observed in his 
“Homilies,” toward the end of 
the Fourth century, 
many cry, ‘Would there were no 
wine!

IN MAY, 1941, when British war fortunes were at low ebb, the 
52,000-ton German battleship, ‘“‘Bismarck,”’ the world’s mightiest, 
burst out into the Atlantic to menace England’s vital supply lines. 
When it sank the battle cruiser Hood with practically one volley 
and a loss of all but three of the crew of 1500 men, and badly 
damaged the battleship Prince of Wales, England was dismayed. 
It could conceivably sweep the sea of British shipping. Churchill 
then issued his historic message, ending with “Sink the Bismarck.” 
After a dogged pursuit in which carrier-based aircraft and surface 
ships slowed Bismarck down to 10 knots with torpedoes, a group 
of British ships pumped hundreds of shells and torpedoes into it 
before it went down with a loss of all but 100 of its crew of 2500. 

The great crisis and pursuit are told in detailed. and engross- 
ing manner in “SINK THE BISMARCK,” at the ST. LOUIS 
THEATER. From the Admiralty war room in London, Kenneth 
More as a commander directs the search. Admiral Lutjens on 
the Bismarck (Karel Stepanek) takes counter evasive measures. 
It becomes a game of chess between the shrewd adversaries, 
played on a giant chessboard. The actual fighting at sea, quite 
excitingly done, reminds -one of a pack of dogs attacking a grizzly 
bear. When the mighty Bismarck (played by the British cruiser 
Newcastle) goes down wrapped in smoke, flames and explosions, 
it is an awesome sight.

AM I ACTING LIKE A CHILD to want to go out to a 
show once in awhile? We have five children, They and I ask 
my husband for money to go to a show but he says no. I 
haven’t been out of the house in six weeks. I have no money 
at all. He makes fun of 
me when I bring this up. 
All he wants to do is to sit 
and watch television in the 
evening and all day Sun- 
day. Don’t tell me to go 
out during the day because 
I have no money. 

NEED HELP, 

No, you aren’t act- 
Ing like a child to want 
to go out. But unless 
your husband reads 
this and takes your 
complaint to heart, 
I’m afraid there’s little 
I can do but to suggest what you don’t want to hear 
that a daytime group might be one answer. You 
probably can find some in the churches or agencies 


of your area where you wouldn’t have to pay anything 
to join or attend. 


Dear Martha: 

>» I AM 14 and have a handicap. I have been hard of hearing 
for 11 years as the result of a fall. I feel so different at 
school. The boys call me crazy names. I have tried to keep 
‘from getting upset but I can’t. I have prayed but the doctors 
say nothing can be done for me. How can I get to feel I am 
just like the other girls in the eighth grade? 


| HOPELESS. 


It isn’t easy to be different, especially when others 
tease you, but is it possible that because of your prob- 
lem, you could misunderstand what you think are 
“crazy”? names, and let yourself be hurt unneces- 
sarily? Two agencies, St. Louis League for the Hard 
of Hearing, and Central Institute for the Deaf, will 
test your hearing further to see if anything can be 
done. At the League, you will also find hobby groups 
of young people. Both agencies will counsel with you, 
too, on how to accept this handicap and lead a normal 
life. Be sure to call for appointments.

Body Temperature 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: My temperature on a clinical ther- 
mometer usually reads 96.5 or 97 degrees. It seldom reaches 
the normal 98.4, If infection is present,.such as a severe cold 
or flu, it will go to 99 or as high as 101. What causes this 
ws tests | . persistent low body tem- 
aes perature? JOHN L.” 

You made a slip of the 
figures. The average nor- 
mal temperature is 98.6, 
not 98.4. But the two- 
tenths of a degree isn’t of 
any great moment. 

Body temperature de- 
pends on metabolism—the 
way we “burn” our food, 
to keep us warm, Exer- 
cise, for instance, de- 
mands more energy, sO we 

burn up our food at a 
DR. MOLNER \ faster rate, and get warm. 

The exact rate at which we do this varies from one per- 
gon to another. It also varies with the time of day, because 
our activity varies. While we are asleep, our metabolism falls 
to its lowest ebb, then rises as we get up and start the day’s 
activities. 

That is why a temperature reading at the moment we 
awake is likely to be on the low side, yet it is perfectly 
normal. 

There are other factors controlling temperature: Loss of 
heat through perspiration and breathing, as well as a nervous 
control in the mid-brain which operates automatically. 

Further, there’s the sheer matter of insulation. If you 
are exposed to cold weather without suitable clothing, your 
body will try to keep you warm. ;

Women, it so happens, are built somewhat dif- 
ferently than you and I. They have a fatty pad or 
layer which is very good ‘insulation. Thus, if you 
measured body temperature on the skin, you would 
find that women may average 114 degrees higher than

And geniuses have had fewer 
physically incapacitating handi-

Gradually, Designer Says 


DETROIT, Mich. (AP) — Fen- 
ders that won’t crumple or dent, 
comfortable seats without 
like luxury carpet. 

These ami more are ideas 
which a Detroit industrial design- 
er says can be incorporated in 
the cars of the near future by 
using plastics. 

Montgomery Ferar does not 
design automobiles but his firm 
does dabble in designs for almost 
everything else from the giant 
digital computers, through house- 
hold appliances to toilet seats. 

And Ferar is a great advocate 
of plastics. Strength, durability, 
fine appearance—these are no 
problem, he says. Cost? So far 
that’s the stopper. 

““lue plastic business has been 
mainly in the hands of the chem- 
ists," Ferar said in a recent in- 
terview. “So far no one has real- 
ly explored the field of develop- 
ing the automated machinery ne- 
cessary to produce plastics suit- 
able for the major body parts of 
automobiles. And until they do, 
the cost will be prohibitive. 

“The plastic car will come 
gradually. Undentable plastic 
fenders are being tested now.

Ferar sees all of these items 
as cutting the cost of assembling 
cars. 


“You only have to look at an 


extensively and compare it with 
an auto assembly line to see the 
great difference in the amount 
of labor required,” he said. 

He also believes the use of 
such easily replaceable parts as 
plastic fenders would help cut 
the rising insurance rates on 
cars. 


“Lighter weight is another ad- 
vantage,” he said, ‘especially 
with the coming of the new 
small cars.

Careerist Since Babyhood 


NEW YORK, March 19. 
|" TOOK 20 years for Anne Francis to 
reach stardom, but since she first caught 
the public eye when she was only 6 months 
old, she was hardly more than a girl when 
she had become firmly established. 

Anne's first engagement for pay was as 
a baby model for a calendar picture. She 
was an established “cover girl" and -mag- 
azine fashion model before she was 5, and 
a radio star at 7. She had her own tele- 
vision show when she was 12. After more 
than 2800 performances in summer stock, on 
radio and television, she was “discovered” 
by Hollywood and signed her first movie 
contract when she was [5. 

After one year in Hollywood, during 
which she had only a very minor role in a 
Mickey Rooney picture, she returned some- 
what disillusioned to New York to resume 
modeling and radio and television work. 
She was 20 before Hollywood "rediscov- 
ered" her and signed her to a long-term 
contract. 

Anne Francis—that's her real name—was 
born in Ossining, N.Y. She enrolled in the 
New York City Professional Children's 


School at 7, and after that got her educa- 
tion from private tutors since her off-hours 


modeling jobs and radio programs took up 
so much of her time. 


THE TELEVISION SHOW she did for 
CBS-TV became a war casualty in February, 
1942. Then, without a single rehearsal, she 
jumped into the Broadway run of “Lady. in 
the Dark," playing Gertrude Lawrence as 
a girl of 12. Meanwhile, between shows, 
she managed to continue her modeling and 
radio assignments. 


“Most of my life,” Anne says, “has been 
spent in front of a camera, a microphone or 
the footlights.” 


Trim-figured Anne, 5 feet 7'/2 inches tall, 
manages to maintain her weight at a steady 
120 pounds, “without worrying about diet." 
She has an excellent mezzo-soprano voice, 
plays the piano “well enough to make my 
way at it, if | needéd to.” She prefers 
classical music but is “pretty mean with the 
boogie.” Chopin is her favorite composer. 
She paints, preferring water color, and writes 
poetry and short stories, which she says 
are only for her own amusement.

‘On Own Shows, as a Sponsor 


HOLLYWOOD, March 19. . 


BEN ALEXANDER not only is taking money 
out of ee —_— days, but he's 
putting some in. He's his own sponsor. 

Alexander, for years the sidekick of Jack 
Webb in the “Dragnet” series, now is ac- 
tive in two television shows. He is a panel- 
ist on the Ernie Kovacs Thursday night show, 
"Take a Good Look,” and is host of a week- 
day morning show, “About Faces," both on 
ABC-TV. "Dragnet," for which he made 294 
episodes, is off the network now but is being 
shown in a number of cities as re-runs. 

Alexander has other interests. As a busi- 
ness man, he owns a motel and filling sta- 
tion and has four automobile agencies, one 
in San Francisco and the others in the Los 
Angeles area. That's where his activities as 
@ sponsor come in. 

"| sponsor ‘Dragnet’ in San Francisco,” 
he said, “and I'm also a local sponsor of 
my ‘About Faces’ show in both San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles. | spend more buy- 
ing TV time than I'm being paid.” He inti- 
mated, however, that that statement might 
be an exaggeration. 

HIS DUTIES ON the Ernie Kovacs show, 
as a panelist, don't pose any problem—just 
showing up. “But ‘About Faces’ was pretty 
trying when we first started out," he said. 
“Now it has settled down to routine. We 
tape it. We make six shows one week, two 
each on Monday, Wednesday and Friday, 
and four the next week, two each on 
Tuesday and Thursday." 

What with all his outside enterprises, he 
needs time off from TV. 

“Well, naturally,” he said, "| can't be 
all places at once. My mother-in-law looks 
after the motel. My father, a spry old man 
at 88, looks in on my auto agencies once 
in a while. | have kids | knew in the Navy 
running my filling station, so | have no 
worries there.” 

Alexander was in motion pictures before 
he got into television—in fact, he had his 
first movie role as Cupid when he was 3, 
in 1915. For II years thereafter he was a 
child star, among his credits being the 
“Penrod and Sam" series. 
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FORD, and daughter, LESLEY. 


“I'm not doing movies any more," he 
said. “I'm not an actor—oh, maybe | could 
do a policeman, as | did in ‘Dragnet.’ I'm 
ont interested in movies—I hate to do the 
work.” 


Beginning in 1935 he was master of 
ceremonies or announcer on a number of 
radio network shows, including “Father 
Knows Best” and “Queen for a Day." After 
service as a lieutenant on an aircraft car- 
rier in World War Il, he returned to radio, 
and in 1949 got into television. 

Alexander lives in the Laurel Canyon 
area with his wife, the former Lesley Smith, 
and their children, Lesley, 4, and Bradford 
Webb Alexander, 2. Daughter Lesley re- 
cently has been in the children's TV show, 
“Romper Room." “To hear her rave about 
it.” Ben said, “you'd think she was doing 
a ‘Playhouse 90.'"

° ITH AIRLINERS flying faster and 
faster, the matter of getting to and 
from airports in automobiles is a time - con- 
suming problem for air travelers. Precious 
minutes saved in traveling from city to 
city are wasted in traffic tie-ups on the 
ground. For example, a passenger may 
spend nearly as long going by car from 
downtown St. Louis to Lambert Field as in 
actual flight to Chicago, or from one of 
Chicago's airports to the Loop. 

The answer to the problem is air taxi 
service by helicopter. It has proved suc- 
cessful in New York, Chicago and Los 
Angeles and now St. Louis has it, too. 
Regular helicopter service between the 
airport and the Eighteenth Street Garage 
on Chestnut street started last month. The 
air taxi cuts time between the terminals 
to 11 minutes, compared with about 45 
minutes driving time. One-way fare is 
$5, but it includes pick-up and delivery 
service by car between the garage and 
eight downtown points. 

Besides saving time, air travelers get 
an unexcelled view of the city and its 
northwestern suburbs from something like 
a porch swing in the sky. There is an 
intermediate stop in Forest Park, at Clay- 
ton avenue and South Kingshighway; the 
time between there and the airport is five 
minutes, and the fare is $4.

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Unsafe Rooming Houses—and Fiery Death

Fa acute St. Louis housing shortage 
of the war and immediate postwar 
years left a terrible legacy. That legacy 
—of hundreds upon hundreds of ille- 
gal, makeshift rooming. houses — has 
been a major factor in the city’s ap 
palling toll of 20 deaths in residential 
fires since the first of the year. This 
total, as last midweek, is double 
the 10 d from all fires during the 
entire year in 1959, and is seven more 
than the number of fire deaths in all 
of 1958. 

To provide urgently needed living 
quarters for war workers and service- 
men’s wives—and then for the return- 
ing GlIs—the city's zoning laws were 
relaxed under the Emergency Housing 
Ordinance. The measure permitted the 
renting of rooms under conditions that 
formerly were prohibited. For example, 
a carriage house could be outfitted for 
light-housekeeping use. The emergency 
law had two safeguards: Property own- 
ers were required to get permits, and 
could not make permanent or structural 
changes. 

But the ordinance and the accom- 
panying wartime mood provided a 
screen under which hundreds of dwell- 
ings—and structures never intended 
for human occupancy—were converted 
illegally into rooming houses. The 
owners got no permits and made what- 
ever rearrangements they saw fit. Im- 
ate 4 oe combustible partitions, 

are among the trade- 
sce 2 the living spaces that resulted. 

Through year-to-year extensions, the 
emergency ordinance remained in ef- 
fect until the end of 1953. And it was 
not until 1957 that a comprehensive 
rooming house law was enacted. This 
measure sets forth fire safety and other 
standards, and requires that rooming 
houses be licensed and regularly in- 
spected. Some 1300 rooming houses 
are operating under the law. There 
has been only one fire death, and no 
serious injuries, in a licensed rooming 
house since enactment of the ordi- 
nance. Investigation of that fatal fire 
revealed violations of earlier directives 
to correct wiring defects. 


Completely burned-out stairway 
makes possible an unobstructed view 
of a charred door frame and other 
remains of a fatal fire at an illegal 
rooming house at 3922 Delmar boule- 
vard. A nine-year-old girl died in 
a third-floor apartment, and her 
mother was injured fatally when she 
jumped from a window. There was 
no fire escape, as is required 
under the rooming house ordinance.

ek igo vs still are literally hundreds and hundreds of illegal rooming 
houses in St. Louis,” Director of Public Safety Joseph P. Sestric says. 
He can give no precise figures, because while it is fairly easy to identify 
a building that probably is an illegal rooming house, proving it in court 
is another matter. Because prevailing court opinions sharply limit the 
circumstances under which inspections can be made, they normally 
are conducted only when the Department of Public Safety already has 
information to form the basis of a strong court case, Sestric says. 

Securing this information is extremely difficult because of the deliberate 
secrecy under which many of the illegal rooming houses sprang up. 

Not all illegal rooming houses are holdovers from bygone years. 
Some new ones are created every year, Sestric says, but the rate of 
conversions is far lower than in the mid-1940s. Moreover, numerous 
illegal units have been rooted out as a result of enforcement of the 
new law and of the city’s neighborhood rehabilitation programs. In 
several areas, neighborhood associations are playing an effective role. 

The prevalence of the illegal rooming houses is a symptom of far- 
reaching problems that cannot be solved merely by fire safety measures. 
But until the deeper issues are attacked, two things could reduce the present 
hazards: A clarification of inspectors’ authority to check for possible

Months of painstaking preparation go 
into the masques and figures for the displays 
and floats. The parade, which has a strong 
humorous and satirical aspect, gives par- 
ticipants and spectators their biggest belly 
laugh of the year.

‘Missouri's Big Trout Program 


By TOM YARBROUGH of the PICTURES Staff 


ISSOURI TROUT FISHERMEN are having better luck all 

the time, but their continuing success is not solely due 
to luck or skill. The state is putting trout into lakes and 
streams by the hundreds of thousands for the purpose of hav- 
ing them caught. It is a put-and-take system, with the Con- 
servation Commission putting and the anglers taking. 

This stocking by the state has gone on for more than 20 
years, but has increased in great strides in the last 10 years 
because more and more people have turned to the outdoors 
for recreation, especially for fishing. As the number of fisher- 


men has increased, so have the efforts of the men operating 
state hatcheries, so that now the waters of Missouri's trout- 
fishing parks can be restocked every day. The number of 
fish put in is determined by the number caught. 

Hatchery work goes on all the time, even in 20-degree 
weather as in the photo above. The men are employes of the 
Shepherd of the Hills hatchery below Table Rock Dam. Wear- 
ing chest-high waders, standing in water of 42 degrees that 
is piped from deep in the reservoir, they are removing fish from 
a rearing pond for transfer to nearby Lake Taneycomo.

ytd FOUR STATE HATCHERIES the production of trout is being stepped 
up every year to keep pace with the fisherman's take, and, concur- 
rently, with Missouri's growing reputation for good fishing. The fish used 
for brood stock are chosen with great care, just as brood cattle and hogs 
are chosen, and. with similar consequent pay-off in quality of offspring. 

The fish are rainbow trout, aristocrat of fresh-water game fishes. 
The rainbow is not native to this state but rather to snow-fed mountain 
streams. Still, it thrives near the cool springs that feed some Missouri 
streams, and in the cool water that runs from deep behind a dam. 

Table Rock Dam, on the White River in southwest Missouri, has created 
nearly ideal conditions for trout in Lake Taneycomo. From Table Rock, 
cold water flows into long slender Taneycomo and stays cool the length of 
its 23 miles to Power Site Dam at the far end, at Forsyth, Mo. 


when fingerling size and fed a special diet until they are 
the “keeping” size of 10 inches or longer —and r for 
release. White building in front of the pools is the hatchery. 


The photos on these pages were made at Table Rock. The other 
hatcheries are at state parks— Bennett Springs, near Lebanon; Montauk 
Springs, near Salem, and Roaring River, near Cassville. The four produce 
a total of 500,000 fish a year. The hatchery program, costing $156,000 a year. 
is financed from license fees. For 1958 these amounted to $2,550,653 from 
all sources—resident and non-resident licenses for fishing and hunting. 

The annual fishing license for a resident costs $3, and a fishing tag 
in one of the fee parks costs an additional dollar a day. Sale of the tags 
has increased from about 25,000 in 1940-1950 to nearly 140,000 today. 
The fishermen thus pay for their sport and the state is enabled to expand 
trout production as more men, women and children take to the rod -and- 
reel. At Lake Taneycomo, the trout season is always open. In the fee 
parks the trout season is closed from Nov. 1 to March. 1.

FAVORITE DISH 


Fresh Trout Baked in 
Grape Leaves and Clay 


1. Chef Deken uses net to dip trout 
from churning waters of man-made 
trout run. Fish is cleaned for cooking.

FRESH TROUT is wrapped in pickled grape leaves 
for flavoring and again in a layer of artists’ model- 
ing clay for baking by Chef Neil Deken of the Nan- 
tucket Cove restaurant in St. Louis. He serves trout 
with a smooth sauce made of fish stock flavored with 
bouquet garni, thickened with flour and butter blended 
together and then combined with cream, wine and 
lemon juice. 

Chef Deken selects a live trout from the restau- 
rant’s artificial stream, then cleans it for cooking. 
After the trout is enveloped in a thick layer of grape 
leaves it is placed on a thick sheet of modeling clay 
rolled out to one-fourth-inch thickness. The clay is 
rolled up and sealed by wetting edges with finger 
tips. A small hole is punched in top of clay to allow 
steam to escape and prevent clay from bursting while 
trout is being baked in hot oven for about 20 minutes. 

After baking, the trout is placed in a napkin-lined 
basket garnished with colorful oak leaves, sprigs of 
parsley and lemon wedges and is carried to table for 
service. Waiter then carefully cracks the clay, re- 
moves top filet of trout, transfers it to dinner plate. 
Entire bone structure and head are removed, leaving 
bottom filet intact for arrangement on plate. Basket 
is removed from table. 

Sauce is made of stock from fish bones which 
have been simmered in water flavored with bouquet 
garni. It is strained, then thickened with roux of 
flour and butter before cream, white wine and lemon 
juice are added.

Ni MANY WILD FLOWERS grow nor do many songbirds sing in down- 
town St. Louis, and there are no wilderness trails to follow. Yet, the 
Girl Scouts of Troop 1336— who live in the Darst Homes on the edge of 
the downtown area— have fun hiking there. They use the city, rather 
than the outlying countryside, for their explorations because it offers many 
rewards not readily available to Scouts in the suburbs. 

Within easy walking distance they can see the Mississippi River with 
its boats and barges, bits of the past in historical buildings and museums, 
practical examples of government in the city and federal buildings, modern 
industries open for tours and even plants and wildlife in the city’s parks. 


Members of Troop 1336, like other Scout troops in housing projects, « 


engage in all the usual scouting activities. They hold meetings, sell 
cookies, do handicraft work and, in the summer, go on overnight campouts. 
As in other neighborhoods, the Scout leaders are mothers who take time 
from family and community activities to guide and supervise the girls. 
One of the troop’s money - making ventures this year is selling homemade 
popcorn at free movies provided by the St. Louis Public Library. 

The girls may never need to use their training to survive in a wilder- 
ness, but it will encourage them to be good citizens and, perhaps, help 
them cope with the problems in the modern jungles of today’s big cities.

THE LAUNCHING OF PIONEER V, the United States placed 

its first scientific reporter in interplanetary space. While the 

first two sun satellites (the Russian Mechta and the American Pioneer 

IV) fell silent about 400,000 miles from the Earth, Pioneer V is expected 

to continue sending information until it is 50,000,000 miles away. The 

26 - inch, 94.8 - pound sphere carries two radio transmitters, one five watts, 

the other 150 watts; both are powered by batteries and solar energy. 

When the signal from the smaller radio fades between 1,000,000 and 

10,000,000 miles out, an electronic command from Earth will start the 
larger transmitter, with the small unit serving as an amplifier. 

Besides the valuable information on radio transmission from outer 
space, instruments in Pioneer V will measure radioactivity (especially 
that from the sun), magnetic fields and density of cosmic dust. Data 
will be stored in the satellite until periodic commands turn on the 
transmitter. : 

Pioneer V is the first traveler between the orbits of Earth and Venus 
(other two are between Earth and Mars). Moving at average orbital speed 
of 70,000 miles an hour, the man-made planetoid travels faster than 
Earth and slower than Venus. Next August, it will pass out of the 
90,000,000-mile radio range and, supposedly, will be unheard from 
until it has lapped the Earth in a few years. Chart at left shows relative 
orbits of Pioneer V, Earth and Venus. The new solar satellite will take 
311 days to complete its 527,000,000 - mile orbit around the sun. 

Just as the Earth satellites have helped map the Earth more pre- 
cisely, the new sun satellite is expected to locate the planets more ex- 
actly and provide other valuable information for future space travel.

s A BOY in St. Louis, my hero was Joe 

(Ducky) Medwick, a great hitter 

and outfielder for the Cardinals.

When I was playing on sandlots, [ tried 
to imitate Joe’s hitting style. Even to this 
day I still swing at bad pitches—a habit 
I picked up from Joe. 

But I first talked to Joe miles from a ball 
park. When I was about 13, I got a job 
selling newspapers at a stand not far from 
his house. Every day on his way home 
from the park, Joe would pull his car over 
to my stand, and I'd proudly hand him 
his newspapers. 

I was too shy to say anything except 
“Thank you, Mr. Medwick.” But Joe was 
always friendly. Even when he didn’t say 
anything, I didn’t mind. I was happy just 
to see him that close. 


| Was Sorry... 


I didn’t get to know Joe really well till 
1947, when he joined the Yankees for 
spring training. He had been in the big 
leagues for 18 years; I was just a green 
rookie. But he said he remembered me, 
and we laughed about when | sold news 
papers to him. One day I couldn't help 
but blurt it out. “You know, Joe,” I said, 
“you were my boyhood idol.” 

I was sorry the minute I said it. When 
you are a kid in a big league camp, you re 
always the butt of jokes. If Joe had re- 
peated what I had said, the bench jockeys 
would have made my ears burn—and | 
was nervous enough as it was. 

But Joe just smiled and slapped me on 
the back. He never mentioned what | had 
told him. 

A month or so later, Joe was handed 
his unconditional release by the Yankees 
(his big-league career ended a year later ). 
As I was saying goodbye to him, | thought 
this to myself: “I'm just a rookie. But if 
a kid someday ever idolizes Berra as | idol-

“ACCIDENTAL WAR 


GENTLEMEN: 
dL igey OPEN LETTER is respectfully written to make the 
following suggestion: . 

When you have your private talks in Moscow this June, I urge you to 
consider the establishment of a direct telephone line between you 
that will be open 24 hours a day, with standby interpreters. 

Its purpose: to prevent the possibility of an accidental war. 

If you, as world leaders, are never more than a 
few minutes away from each other by telephone, then I believe the risk 
of accidental war will be immeasurably reduced. 

Experts tell me that this system is not only technically feasible but 
inexpensive and could be established within a few days. 

In response to this suggestion, one expert says: “Today President 
Eisenhower is seldom more than one minute away from some means of 
communication. By telephone, high-powered radio, even walkie-talkie, 
he can be reached almost instantaneously wherever he is—in the 
White House, in his plane, automobile, helicopter..1 am sure that 
Premier Khrushchev is equally available for vital messages.” 


Aw WHAT COULD BE a more vital message than: 

“Mr. President, one of our missiles has gone astray. It is armed. 
We have been unable to destroy it in flight. I beg you to believe me, 
this is a terrible accident. It is not an attack.” 

Such a message would instantly alert U.S. defenses. It would also 
certainly give sufficient pause to the hand that presses the button for 
all-out retaliation. 

An accidental war might be triggered by mechanical failure, human 
error, an innocent misunderstanding of orders or plain ignorance. 
Such things happen every day in every walk of life. 

One must add to this the possibility of sabotage, subversion or 
the lunatic action of fanatics. 

At least three of our missiles have gone awry: 

1 In the spring of 1946, one of the most powerful rockets in the 
world at that time, an adaptation of the German V-2, was fired from 
the White Sands Proving Grounds in New Mexico. It went off course 
and crashed in a graveyard in Juarez, Mexico. 

2 On April 14, 1955, a Nike missile accidentally took off from 
Fort Meade as a result of a short circuit. Fortunately, it landed just off a 
highly traveled road between Baltimore and Washington. 

3 On December 5, 1956, a Snark long-range strategic missile 
took off from Patrick Air Force Base in Florida on a 3,000-mile 


closed circuit test mission. The missile missed its first turn and 
accidentally went into a Brazilian jungle. % 

You, Mr. Khrushchev, must know of Soviet missiles that have 
misfired or gone astray. 


eon THERE ARE only four atomic powers—the United 
States, Russia, England and France. 

The highly reputable National Planning Association declares that in 
five to 10 years 25 more nations will be capable of joining the atomic 
club. Eleven of them, says the NPA, will be able “to embark on a 
successful nuclear weapons program in the near future.” They are 
Red China, Belgium, Canada, Czechoslovakia, West Germany, 

East Germany, India, Italy, Japan, Sweden and Switzerland. 

Eight more—Australia, Austria, Denmark, Finland, Hungary, 
Holland, Poland and Yugoslavia—have the key resources and are only 
short on scientific manpower, which they are busily training. 

The remaining six—Argentina, Brazil, Mexico, Norway, Spain and 
South Africa—have the cash, but must wait a little longer than the 
others to build up industry and scientists. 

Rocket know-how is spreading just as rapidly as atomic know-how. 
Another great area for the risk of accident will thus be opened. 

It is no exaggeration to say that a day may soon come 
when war by accident will be more of a menace to the world 
than war by design. 

Today, only a relative handful of missiles stands armed and ready to go 
on the launching pads of East and West. In the near future there will 
be hundreds. They will be on the ground, underground, in submarines, 
in planes, on railroad flat cars, wherever man’s ingenuity can put them. 
They will be on all five continents. 


And as they spawn, the risk of accidental war spawns 
with them. Must they go unchecked?

DONALD'S DILEMMA 


$30,000 a week doesn’t bring happiness 


by LLOYD SHEARER parade west Coast correspondent 


HOLLYWOOD. 
ONALD O'CONNOR is the most versatile young 
performer in show business. 

He can sing, dance, act, compose, clown, write, 
direct. Yet, at 34, in the prime of life, earning $30,- 
000 a week in Las Vegas, at the apogee of his great 
talent, he is gnawingly discontented. 

To the average American who works six or seven 
years for $30,000, O’Connor’s dissatisfaction may 
seem incredible. And yet among show business per- 
sonalities this feeling of inquietude and uneasiness, 
this lack of contentment, is almost par for the course. 
It proves conclusively that there is little positive cor- 
relation between money and happiness. 

What counts most to entertainers like O’Connor is 
solid achievement. Donald wants to be equated with 
quality entertainment. 

“I've made more than 50 films,” he told me in Las 
Vegas recently, “and I guess most people remember 
me only in those ‘Francis’ pictures.” (“Francis” is a 


trained mule with whom O’Connor made a series of 
films that grossed millions. ) 

“A few years ago,” he continued, “I was offered 
The Buster Keaton Story at Paramount. I said to my- 
self, ‘At last you’ve got a good one, Donald, a good 
one. I sat down with the writers, and they described 
Buster Keaton’s life to me, how he'd been orphaned as 
a child, how he struggled, how he developed into one 
of the great slapstick comedians of all time. It sounded 
terrific, and I signed for the picture. Then they pre- 
pared the script, and how they loused it up! 


Never an Orphan 


“I went to see Keaton. I asked him about his life. I 
found out he’d never been an orphan. Most of what 
they had written was pure fiction. Not only that, it 
was dull. I went to the writers and said, ‘Do you guys 
know what you’ve done? You've ruined one of the 
most dramatic life stories of all time.’ 


“You know what the writers said? ‘Donald, you're 
a sweet guy and you're absolutely right. Don’t worry. 
By the time we get in front of the cameras, it'll be just 
the way you like it.’ It wasn’t. It was even worse. 

“I went to Y. Frank Freeman, head of Paramount 
studios. ‘Please let me out of this picture,’ I said. ‘I'd 
like to return every cent you've paid me so far. I just 
don’t want to be connected with this lemon.’ Mr. Free- 
man is a wonderful man, kind, paternal, honest. ‘Don- 
ald,’ he said, ‘you could be wrong, you know. Just 
think of that possibility. Actors are notoriously bad 
judges of scripts.’ ” 

With Donald O’Connor as the star, Paramount re- 
leased The Buster Keaton Story in 1957. O'Connor 
hasn't worked in pictures since. 

He’s confined his talents to the stage and television. 

“In TV,” he says, “quality is an impossibility on a 
weekly show. It just can’t be done. Even if you do a 
show every other week, you don’t have enough time 
to prepare. I did 19 shows in a row for Texaco some 
time back. The problems were insurmountable. I just 
couldn't come up with new dance routines, new ideas 
in a week's time. People wrote in and said, ‘We'd like 
to see you do the stuff you did in Singin’ in the Rain 
and Call Me Madam.’ Those were full-bodied musical _ 
comedies. Who can come up with a fresh musical 
comedy every week? 


Suggestible Donald 


“The way you're fair to the public,” O’Connor 
maintains, “is the way Fred Astaire works. Before he 
puts something on TV he rehearses for months. The 
result is a class production. Gene Kelly is the same. 
I did a spectacular with him for Pontiac last year, and 
we really worked our heads off. Astaire and Kelly are 
both perfectionists. And they control the whole show, 
and won't do what they disagree with. That’s the 


trouble with me. Producers can con me into doing 


things against my better judgment. 

“From now on if I do anything, I want to be proud 
of it. I want it to come up to my standards, not the 
standards of the producer, who in many cases knows 
far less about this business than I do. I don’t want to 
sound immodest, but I've been in show business since 
I was born. My father was a circus strong-man and 
acrobat. My mother was a tight-rope walker and 
dancer. She put me into the family act when I was 3 


‘and I crossed the country with our troupe seven times 


before I was old enough to talk. 

“I’ve done pretty nearly everything in this game. 
And yet I’ve had television executives come up to me 
and explain the finer arts of audience appeal. And 
I've listened and nodded. Why? Because I'm a big 
jerk, I guess. 

“That's why I like to work in Las Vegas. I'm re- 
sponsible for the show I put together. Take this little 
Chinese girl, Ginny Tiu [see cover]. Ginny is 6 and 
plays the piano by ear. I pay her $1,000 a week, and 
she’s worth it. Yet, a lot of smart guys claim I’m over- 
paying her. 

“What they don’t realize is that an entertainer 
needs more than money to feel successful. He's got to 
have a feeling of genuine achievement, of fulfilling 
his potential, of never cheating the audience. After all 
the years I’ve spent in show business, I don’t think 
I've even come close to my potential.” ; 

To look at Donald O’Connor, 5’8”, 145 pounds, 
slight, pleasant, hazel-eyed,; neat and smiling, one 
would never take him for a complex, intellectual, soul- 
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Simmer hrs.

He learned to read and write backstage 


Donald was born in Chicago on August 28, 
1925. His father died when he was 6 months 
old. When Donald was old enough to walk, 
his mother put him into the act with his two 
older brothers. Donald never attended grade 
school. His mother taught him how to read 
and write backstage. 

Because of this early life, O’Connor says 


‘he wouldn’t want his own children to enter 


show business. He has two daughters, 
Donna, 13, by his first marriage to Gwendo- 
lyn Carter, and Alicia, 4 months, by his sec- 
ond marriage to Gloria Noble. 

“Show business,” he avers, “deprives chil- 
dren of a normal youth. They're surrounded 
for the most part by adults. They miss the 
security of kids in their own age-bracket. 
They develop the adult sense of values. They 
begin very early to compete professionally. 
They're exposed to failure and money at the 
wrong times. And frequently, they become 
confused when it becomes necessary to make 
adult decisions. | 

“Take my own case. So many people had 
an investment in me: my agent, my publi- 
cist, my manager, my wardrobe man, all the 
different studio executives—which one of 
them could I count on for honest, objective 
advice? I couldn’t count on anyone in the 
final analysis, except myself. But it took me 
a long time to learn that.” 


Back on the Roall 


O'Connor entered the Hollywood world in 
1938 when he appeared at a charity show in 
Los Angeles. A talent scout caught his act 
and brought him to Paramount Pictures. He 
was signed at $250 a week to play Bing 
Crosby's kid brother in Sing, You Sinners. 
Before the year was out, O’Connor performed 
in 11 more films. Then his voice changed, 


and he grew eight inches. He was 14 and no 
longer suitable for young-boy parts, so Para- 
mount bounced him. 

Donald rejoined his family, and “The 
O’Connors” played 2 four-week booking on 
the east coast that stretched into two years. 
During this tour Donald’s brother Billy died 
of scarlet fever, but the act continued. The 
O’'Connors lived from hand-to-mouth, play- 
ing one-night stands, split engagements, any- 
thing the booking agents would offer, wearily 
moving from-one town to another. 


A Steady Job 


In 1941 Universal Studios offered young 
O’Connor $200 a week. The family act was 
disbanded and Donald came west. At Uni- 
versal he made half a dozen films as a song- 
and-dance man, was quickly tabbed “a sweet 
guy,” because he never complained, rarely 
showed temperament. The truth was that 
after years on the road he was happy to be 
working steadily in one location. 

When Donald was 19, he ran off to Ti- 
juana with Gwendolyn Carter to get married. 
It was a stormy marriage that lasted 10 years. 
Gwen, who is now married to actor Dan 
Dailey, has custody of Donna, her daughter 
by O’Connor. 

Donald married for the second time three 
and a half years ago. He describes his bride, 
the former Gloria Noble, as “a wonderful, 
understanding person. We have love and 
friendship, and that’s a good basis for a last- 
ing marriage. 

“T've learned,” says Donald, “to avoid un- 
happy people and to try to find happiness in 
myself, my work and my family—not in 
money. Money without prideful achievement 
means very little, at least to me. I want to do 
something good, really good.” o

ANSWERS TO QUIZ 


1-b. Many parents believe they should 
check the baby more often. They fear the 
baby may smother. This rarely happens 
unless the baby is ill. 

2-b. Turning baby on his side or holding 
him on his side prevents vomited material 
from going back down his throat. When 
vomiting stops, call the parents. 

3-c. Give him what he wants, if it’s rea- 
sonable. Only in rare cases will tantrums 
lead to convulsions. If that happens, call 
the doctor, then parents. 

4-b. Pick up the baby and pat his back. 
If choking persists, call parents. If baby’s 
color changes, call the doctor. 

5-b. Keep pressure on the cut site while 
phoning the parents. 

6-c. Never stuff anything in a baby’s nose. 
Many nosebleeds in babies stop spon- 
taneously without doing anything. 

7-c. If the baby is unconscious, call par- 
ents immediately. Keeping the baby awake, 
a rather common practice, is unwise. 
8-b. If you cannot reach the parents, call 
the doctor at once. 

9-c. Don’t shout and don’t run at the baby. 
He’s likely to run away, increasing the 
chances of his falling on the object. 

10-b. If that doesn’t work, call parents. 
11-c. This may happen if the sitter is an 
absolute stranger. Reassure the child. Put 
a small light on in his room if he wishes. 
12-b. In 99-plus out of 100 cases, there is 
no injury. If the baby keeps crying in 
pain, call the parents. 

13-a. Don’t panic. Most of the time even 
quarters will be excreted by babies. Call 
the parents. If the baby coughs and gags, 
call the doctor. If it develops into choking, 
get the baby to a hospital. 

14-a. Your first task is to get the baby and 
yourself to safety. Don’t even try to find 
the source of the smoke. 

15-c. Never apply butter. Never pull. off 
clothing near the burn. If the burn is 
serious and covers a large area, get the 


baby to a hospital.
